Commissioner  Rodriguez  initiated  a  brief  discussion  on  item  16  relative  to 
a  recent  letter  to  Commissioner  Rockrise  from  the  City  Architect  to  request 
use  of  the  existing  funds  on  account  for  cultural  center  renovation,  to 
proceed  with  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  renovation  work.   Ms.  Anne  Marie 
Theilen,  NAP  Director,  stated  that  $21,500  had  been  allocated  for  painting 
of  the  back  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  building  and  if  it  were  to  be  used 
for  a  purpose,  other  than  the  painting,  it  would  be  declared  surplus  money, 
and  would  be  in  jeopardy  of  being  returned  to  the  City's  general  fund.   Ms. 
Theilen  stated  that  $34,125  was  on  account  with  the  Bureau  of  Architecture 
for  seating  and  carpeting  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center.   President  Nemerovski 
stated  to  Commissioner  Rodriguez  that  item  16  on  the  Consent  Calendar  was 
a  formality  that  was  required  by  the  Controller's  office  to  safeguard  the 
existing  funds  for  cultural  center's  renovation.

Commissioner  Peter  Rodriguez  introduced,  to  the  Commission,  Mr.  Juan  Pablo, 
the  newly-appointed  Director  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center. 

State-Local  Partnership  Program  Committee  Report  -  Anna-Marie  Metwally,  Chair 

Program  Coordinator  reported  that  January  will  be  the  key  time  for  renegotiating 
for  cultural  facilities  in  the  proposed  Mission  Bay  Project.   At  recent  meetings 
with  City  Planning,  she  continued,  eight  representatives  of  arts  service  organ- 
izations  had  encouraged  the  Arts  Commission  to  make  resolutions  to  support  the 
cultural  facilities  planning  and  space  that  had  recently  been  reduced  by  half. 
Commissioner  Rodriguez  submitted  the  motion  for  the  following  resolutions,  they 
were  seconded  and  unanimously  approved: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  14-88-124:   MISSION  BAY  CULTURAL  FACILITIES 

WHEREAS,   The  Mission  Bay  Project  is  crucial  to  the  City's 
continued  economic  and  cultural  development;  and 

WHEREAS,   The  design  of  the  Mission  Bay  Project,  through  its 
planned  parks  and  beautified  waterfront  areas,  will 
attract  residents  from  throughout  San  Francisco  as 
well  as  visitors  and  tourists,  making  the  project  a 
model  for  metropolitan  centers  nationwide;  and 

WHEREAS,   San  Francisco  is  renowned  for  its  artists  and  arts 

industry  and  the  interest  of  its  citizens  in  cultural 
activities;  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  plans  for  cultural  facilities  in  Mission  Bay  must  take  in 
in  account  the  critical  needs  for  our  city's  artists  for 
appropriate  performing,  rehearsal,  exhibition  and  studio 
space,  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Mission  Bay  Project  facilitate  the 

presence  of  the  arts  by  providing  substantial,  accessible 
spaces  for  large  and  small  audiences,  indoors  and  out,  for 
formal  and  informal  presentations  and  exhibits  and  for  art 
installations  both  permanent  and  temporary,  as  well  as  space 
for  arts  classes  and  workshops,  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  where  applicable,  the  Arts  Commission  will 
receive  up  to  two  percent  (2%)  of  constructions  costs 
of  new  public  facilities  in  the  Mission  Bay  Area  for 
public  art  works,  in  accordance  with  the  Art  Enrichment 
Ordinance  (#30-69,  Section  3:13  of  the  Administrative 
Code) ,  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  supports 
cultural  facilities  in  Mission  Bay  which  will  serve  that 
community's  residents  and  workers,  as  well  as  attract 
viewers  and  audiences  from  throughout  the  City.

RESOLUTION  NO.  14-88-125:   MISSION  BAY  ARTIST  LIVE-WORK  SPACE 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  seen  a  steady  exodus  of  artists 

—  due  to  lack  of  affordable  studio/housing  space;  adn 

WHEREAS,  Available  live/work  space  in  San  Francisco  is  minimal, 
regardless  of  costs;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  to  the  cultural  and  economic  benefit  of  San 
Francisco  to  support  its  artist  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mission  Bay  Project  offers  an  opportunity  to 

increase  live /work  spaces  for  artists,  be  it  therefore 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  recommends  that 
affordable  live/work  spaces  be  developed  on  upper  floors 
in  the  Mission  Bay's  "Service  and  Light  Industrial 
Research  and  Development"  areas.

Commissioner  LaRocca  reported  that  the  Northern  Police  Station  will  be 
officially  dedicated,  January  5th  at  11:00  a.m.  and  he  invited  all 
Commissioners  to  attend.   He  stated  also  that  on  Saturday,  January  9th 
from  4:00  to  6:00  p.m.  there  would  be  a  receptionyin  conjunction  with  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department, to  honor  all  the  artists  involved  in  the 
Mission  Recreation  Center's  seven  art  projects  that  were  installed  there. 
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VI.   COMMITTEE  REPORTS   (continued) 

Street  Artists  Program  Committee  Report  -  Jo  Hanson,  Chair 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  Hanson,  Program  Director  Howard  Lazar 
reported  to  the  Commission  that  final  approval  was  expected  that  week 
from  the  Mayor's  office  for  the  $4,000  of  accumulated  unused  fees,  for 
relocation  expenses  and  rent  for  the  program  office.   Commissioner  Hanson 
then  reported  that  Mr.  Wallace  Brown,  Art  Inspector,  had  returned  to  the 
Arts  Commission's  employ,  from  the  Public  Health  Department. 

June  Richards  Hearing 

Commissioner  Hanson  stated,  and  Commissioner  Warburg  concurred, that  it  was 
inappropriate  for  the  Committee  to  deal  with  matters  pertaining  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  law  and  that  the  basis  of  their  recommendation  to  suspend  Ms. 
Richard's  license,  and  seek  counseling,  was  not  within  the  procedures  of  law, 
but  rather,  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  Street  Artist  Program.   She 
and  Mr.  Lazar  reported  to  the  Commission  on  the  alleged  violations  and  evidence 
that  had  been  witnessed  by  others, that  had  been  presented  in  Committee.   She 
stated  that  it  was  the  Committee's  intention  that  the  penalty  assessed  was 
designed  to  help,  more  than  to  punish  and  she  inquired  of  Ms.  Richards  if 
she  still  resisted  the  recommendation.   Ms.  Richard  stated  that  she  wished 
to  have  the  appeal  postponed  because  the  attorney  she  wished  to  have  present 
to  represent  her  had  been  out  of  town  for  the  holidays  and  also,  that  she 
had  not  gathered  all  the  material  she  needed  for  her  appeal.   In  response  to 
Commissioners  query,  Mr.  Lazar  advised  the  Commission  that  he  concurred  with 
the  Committee's  recommendation  and  that  in  the  interest  of  the  Committee,  at 
large,  and  forseeing  future  legal  proceedings  he  would  recommend  postponement. 
Commissioner  Hanson  moved  the  following  Resolution;  it  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Rodriguez  and  unanimously  approved: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  14-88-129 : Recommendation   to  Postpone  Hearing-  June  Richards 

"RESOLVED,  That  this  Commisison  does  hereby  recommend  final 
postponement  of  hearing  of  June  Richards,  Street  Artists, 
for  alleged  violations  of  Street  Artist  regulations  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Arts  Commission. 

Administrative  Action:   President  Nemerovski  requested  that  the  Program 
Director  research  and  verify  with  the  City  Attorney's  office,  the 
necessity  of  having  witnesses  appear  more  than  once  to  give  testimony, 
when  hearings  are  postponed. 

Director  Isaacs  requested  that  a  record  of  the  Committee's  proceedings 

be  sent  to  all  Commissioners  that  had  not  been  present  to  hear  the  charges, 

testimony  and  evidence. 

VII.   OLD  BUSINESS 

Relative  to  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  query  of  whether  the  Commission  had 
voted  to  endorse  the  Mayor's  Civic  Center  Master  Plan,  Commissioner 
Hanson  stated  that  it  was  a  good  plan  and  she  moved  the  following 
resolution  be  adopted;  it  was  seconded  and  passed  with  majority  vote  with 
one  dissenting  vote  cast  by  Commissioner  Rodriguez.

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  endorse  the 
Mayor's  Civic  Center  Master  plan  with  the  provision  that 
further  exploration  of  the  Arts  Commission  space  needs 
be  included. 

Director  Isaacs  reiterated  her  former  report  that  with  the 
assistance  of  Commissioner  Rockrise,  a  volunteer  architect 
would  work  with  the  Director  to  draft  specific  plans,  with 
details,  for  Arts  Commission  space. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  read  to  the  Commission,  a  letter 
he  had  written,  addressed  to  the  Commission.   In  the 
letter ;he  stated:  all  his  concerns  regarding  the  Hispanic 
and  Asian  community  representation;  that  the  Asian  American 
artists  should  be  included  in  exhibitons  of  the  Asian  Art 
Museum  if  and  when  moved  to  the  Civic  Center,  and  that 
he  felt  the  Civic  Center  Master  plan  for  Civic  Center 
should  not  take  priority  over  completion  of  the  neighbor- 
hood cultural  centers;  in  conclusion  he  stated  that  not  only,  more 
time  was  needed  to  evaluate  the  Budget,  but  that  all  the  critical 
concerns  that  he  raised  should  be  evaluated  and  that  it  was  pre- 
mature to  give  a  vote  of  confidence  to  the  Mayor's  proposal  for 
the  Civic  Center. 

VIII. NEW  BUSINESS 

Mr.  Juan  Pablo,  Mission  Cultural  Center  Director,  inquired  if  funds 
that  had  been  approved  for  transfer  for  capital  improvement  and  cul- 
tural center  renovation,  could  be  used  to  install  heating  on  the  upper 
floors  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center.   Lengthy  discussion  ensued,  again 
about  the  Consent  Calendar  Item  and  the  Director  reiterated  to  Mr.  Pablo 
that  if  the  funds  were  not  used,  as  appropriated,  for  the  Mission  Cultural 
Center's  carpeting,  seating  and  painting,  they  would  be  in  jeopardy  of 
being  returned  to  the  City's  general  fund  as  being  supplemental,  and  in 
light  of  the  fiscal  restraints  facing  the  City  it  was  unlikely  they  could 
be  reinstated.   The  Director  and  NAP  Director  stated  to  Mr.  Pablo  that 
there  were  maintenance  funds  on  account  for  the  cultural  center  and  that 
Ms.  Theilen  had  been  in  contact  with  DPW  for  over  a  month  to  have  the 
heating  taken  care  of.   Director  Isaacs  stated  that  all  departments  in 
the  City  had  difficulty  waiting  for  repairs  and  that  it  was  due  to  too 
much  work  for  too  few  people  to  carry  out  all  the  work  and  that  time 
and  patience  was  required.   In  conclusion,  Commissioner  Rodriguez 
requested  that  the      Commission  staff  continue  to  work  diligently 
to  expedite  the  heating  of  the  upper  floors  of  the  Mission  Cultural 
Center. 

IX.   ADJOURNMENT 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  5:20  p.m.

Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  reported  that  since  the  two  appeal  hearing  post- 
ponements, there  had  been  another  incident  of  improper  conduct  of  business 
charged  against  Ms.  Richard  on  January  9th.   Mr.  Lazar  then  reported,  at  length, 
on  the  violations  Ms.  Richard  was  charged  with:   four  incidents  of  verbal  harrass- 
ment;  two  incidents  of  false  accusations  given  to  the  police;  one   incident 
of  playing  the  radio  in  a  loud  and  excessive  manner  in  public,  and  distrubing  the 
business  of  the  adjacent  street  artists.

And, 
if  Ms.  Richard  should  fail  to  produce  evidence,  her  certificate  would  be  suspended 
for  an   additional  two  months  and  that  it  was  further  recommended  that  in  the  even!  of 
another  violation,  later,  of  the  same  nature,  Ms.  Richard's  certificate  be  considered 
for  revocation. 

Commissioner  Rockrise  inquired  if  the  offenses  were  covered  under  civil  code.   Mr. 
Lazar  replied  yes,  that  double  jurisdiction  could  be  applied  and  that  the  Committee's 
recommendation  was  not  for  civil  application.   He  stated  also  that  in  1983  the 
City  Attorney  had  clarified  for  the  Commission  that  it  had  the  right  to  suspend  or 
revoke  a  license  for  good  cause.   Mr.  Lazar  stated  that  witnesses  had  testified  that 
not  only  had  the  actions  created  a  public  scene  but  that  the  incidents  had  created 
a  Joss  of  business  at  selling  sites  due  to  the  potential  customers  Leaving  the  area, 
due  to  the  incidents. 
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June  Richard  Hearing  Appeal  (cont'd.) 

Ms.  Richard  was  requested  to  give  her  testimon3r  and  in  reply  to  President  Nemerovski's 
question,  Ms.  Richard  stated  she  did  not  have  an  attorney  present  and  that  she  had 
prepared  a  statement  with  the  assistance  of  BALA.   She  presented  the  Commission  with 
the  six-page  statement  and  Xerox  copies  of  various  codes  supporting  the  statement, 
and  photos  of  vendors  selling.   She  read  the  statement  in  defense  of  the  charges  of 
violations  against  her.   The  statement  described  technical  violations  of  due  process, 
by  the  Arts  Commission. 

Mr.  Geoffrey  Owens  testified  that  Ms.  Richard  had  screamed  profanities  against 
his  character  and  had  jammed  his  easel  into  his  thigh,  tearing  his  pants  and 
breaking  the  skin.   He  stated  also  that  Ms.  Richard  had  lied  to  the  Police  about  the 
event,  accusing  him  of  assault.   Mr.  Butchek  testified  to  the  Commission  as  witnessing 
Ms.  Richard's  profanity  using  racial  and  sexual  profanities.   Wallace  Brown,  street 
art  inspector  testified  that  Ms.  Richard's  behavior  was  provoking  and  instigative  and 
he  had  witnessed  her  yelling  at  Mr.  Butschek  when  he  had  been  talking  to  Mr.  Butschek. 

nr.  Robert,  and  Mr.  William  Clark,  and  Ms.  Darlene  Pyeatt  testified  on  behalf  of 
Ms.  Richard,  with  counter  accusations  against  the  witnesses  and  other  vendors. 
Commissioner  Warburg  interjected  that  new  accusations  should  be  submitted  to 
the  Program  Committee  for  investigation.   President  Nemerovski  requested  the 
Commission  take  the  vote.   Commissioner  Swig  recommended  that  the  condition  of 
psychological  counseling  be  struck  from  the  recommended  penalty  for  Ms.  Richard's 
violations.   Commissioner  LaRocca  submitted  the  motion  to  withdraw  the  counseling 
requirement  from  the  penalty;  it  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Alley  and  unanimously 
approved.   Commissioner  Warburg  submitted  the  motion  for  the  certificate  suspension 
"l  lis.  Richard;  it  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Swig  and  unanimously  approved.

II.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Nemerovski  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission  the 
series  of  articles  published  in  the  San  Francisco  Examiner  a  few 
weeks  prior  (a  packet  of  which  had  been  distributed  to  the  Commissioners 
before  the  meeting)   and  mentioned  specifically  one  article  regarding 
the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  as  the  members  should  be  alert  to  this  issue  in  order 
to  protect  the  percentage  for  the  arts.

VI.  COMMITTEE  REPORTS 
CIVIC  DESIGN  COMMITTEE  ~  George  Rockrise,  Chair: 

Improvements  to  Open  Space  on  Market  Street,  Phase  I,  II,  III 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  Rockrise,  Steven  Shotland  of  the  Planning 
Department  presented  that  department's  plan  for  improvements  to  open  space 
on  Market  Street  to  be  implemented  in  part  by  the  private  sector  because  of 
requirements   in  the  Downtown  Plan.   The  intention  was  to  develop  a  limited 
vocabulary  or  overall  scheme  that  could  be  used  in  a  number  of  different 
configurations.   Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  whether  or  not  there  would  be 
a  percentage  for  art  to  embelish  these  areas  and  Mr.  Shotwell  replied  this 
had  already  been  taken  care  of  by  projects  approved  in  the  Downtown  Plan; 
these  areas  would  be  in  addition  to  the  artwork,  not  in  lieu  of  artwork  and 
these  plans  would  be  implemented  by  private  developers  —  not  on  public  land. 
These  plans  will  offer  guidelines  to  the  developers  but  the  planning  department 
will  not  be  able  to  tell  them  what  to  buy  or  where  to  place  these  items. 
Commissioner  Rockrise  stated  his  purpose  in  requesting  this  presentation  was  to 
provide  guidelines  by  which  the  city  could  request  uniformity  from  developers. 
Commissioner  LaRocca  mentioned  perhaps  the  plan  could  illustrate  for  developers 
how  these  areas  might  be  used  in  conjunction  with  art  and  Mr.  Shotwell 
responded  by  agreeing  that  was  an  option  although  it  had  not  been  shown. 
Discussion  ensued.   Commissioner  Rockrise  stated  he  hoped  the  Commission 
would  endorse  the  guildelines  as  the  plans  would  set  a  precedent  for  the  areas 
on  Market  Street.   The  objective  of  the  guidelines,  according  to  Commissioner 
Rockrise  is  to  maintain  consistency  along  Market  Street.   The  motion  to 
approve  the  guidelines  was  made  by  Commissioner  Rockrise  and  was  unanimously 
accepted.

Mini  Treat  Avenue  Garage  Facility,  Phase  I,  II 

Commissioner  Rockrise  stated  that  objections  by  the  Commission  to  the  plans 
for  the  Mini  Treat  Avenue  Garage  Facility  had  been  noted  and  the  architects 
had  brought  their  amended  plans  for  review  of  the  full  Commission.   The 
presentation  was  made  by  Mr.  Gordon  F.  Chong  and  Mr.  Karl  Golden  of  Gordon 
H.  Chong  +  Associates  Architects.   Also  present  was  Mr.  Donald  Eng  from  the 
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CIVIC  DESIGN  COMMITTEE  REPORT  (cont'd.) 

Project  Management  Division  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau.   The 
revised  plans  featured  three  primary  differences  which  addressed  the  reserva- 
tions of  the  Civic  Design  Committee  as  expressed  by  Commissioner  Rodriguez: 
the  mass  of  the  building  had  been  reduced  to  create  a  symmetry  of  open  space 
with  the  tower  (which  had  been  thought  ot  look  like  a  gun  turret) ;  a  strong 
sense  of  base  had  been  added  to  create  more  pedestrian  interest;  and  the 
tower  had  been  brought  down  to  its  "rightful"  base  at  the  ground  level  instead 
of  the  podium  level,  thereby  creating  a  sense  of  identity  and  entry. 
Commissioner  Rockrise  commented  that  the  new  design  is  more  organized  and 
was  a  very  clear  expression  of  the  building's  intent. 

Commissioner  Warburg  stated  that  as  the  building  was  not  in  the  Civic  Center 
but  in  an  industrial  district  it  had  been  modified  very  well  to  express  its 
function  and,  as  its  purpose  was  not  art,  the  Commission  had  gone  as  far  as  it 
could  on  the  review.   Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  if  art  enrichment  had 
been  planned  for  the  facility  and  Jill  Manton,  curator  for  Art  in  Public 
Places,  was  called  upon  to  explain  that  the  funding  was  federal  and  did 
not  allow  for  art  —  a  ruling  which  supercedes  local  ruling.   Two  percent 
of  any  local  monies  used  in  the  project  could,  however,  be  used  for  art 
enrichment. 

Commissioner  Rockrise,  with  the  agreement  of  his  colleagues  on  the  Civic 
Design  Committee,  then  moved  that  the  Commission  approve  the  revised  design 
of  the  facility.   The  motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Warburg  and  was 
unanimously  approved.

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT  —  Roselyne  Swig,  Chair 

Budget  for  1989 

At  the  request  of  President  Nemerovski,  Director  Claire  Isaacs  outlined 
options  for  cutting  the  1989  budget  as  required  by  Mayor  Agnos.   She 
reported  the  shortfall  in  the  city's  1989  budget  is  $172  million  and  each 
department  would  submit  a  reduction  package  for  five-,  10-,  15-  and  20- 
percent  reductions. 

In  order  to  meet  the  required  20-percent  level  of  cuts,  some  staff  reduction 
could  not  be  avoided.   As  the  Street  Artists  programs  and  the  Art  Enrichment 
Programs  are  not  funded  by  the  General  Fund,  they  would  not  be  affected  by 
cuts.   The  Municipal  Symphony  fund,  nearly  half  the  budget,  would  not  be 
figured  into  the  cut.   Other  programs  are  required  by  Charter.   Cuts  would  have 
to  come  from  the  "voluntary  programs"  of  the  Commission,  namely  the  Gallery, 
Neighborhood  Arts  and  the  Arts  Festival  as  well  as  cuts  in  administrative 
expenses.   The  four  conceptual  options  all  include  the  elimination  of  the 
accounting  clerk  position  (25  percent  of  the  required  reduction) .   Option  1 
would  reduce  administrative  operating  costs  and  eliminate  a  full-time  staff 
position  from  both  NAP  and  the  Gallery,  reducing  those  programs  to  one  staff 
member  each.   Option  2  reduces  administrative  operating  expenses  and  closes  the 
Gallery  program,  eliminating  both  staff  positions  and  Gallery  operating  expenses; 
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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT  (cont'd.) 

Option  3  reduces  administrative  operating  expenses  and  closes  NAP  by  eliminatin 
two  staff  positions  and  operating  expenses.   Option  4  eliminates  administrative 
Gallery  and  NAP  operating  expenses  and  would  reduce  one  position  each  at  the 
Gallery  and  at  NAP  to  half  time.   The  Public  Art  Fund  would  be  needed  to  pay 
operating  expenses.   This  option  would  reduce  the  available  funds  from  the 
PAF  for  additional  programming  and  grant  matching;  it  would  however  maintain 
the  staff  structure  of  these  programs  and  save  them  for  better  times.   Ms. 
Isaacs  and  Mr.  Rumsey  recommended  Option  4.   It  would  be  difficult  to  admin- 
ister but  would  be  as  sparing  as  possible  of  staff  positions  and  the  Commission 
existing  programs.   The  potential  for  rebuilding  would  exist. 


Revenue  could  be  increased  in  the  following  ways:   increase  the  net  split  from  J 
the  symphony  for  the  POPS;  add  a  surcharge  to  tickets  for  POPS;  change  charter 
to  allow  the  Arts  Commission  to  charge  for  Civic  Design  Review;  charter  change 
or  ordinance  to  allow  the  Commision  to  charge  of  rcirculating  the  city's  art 
collection;  an  ordinance  to  allow  for  an  increase  in  the  administrative  percen-l 
tage  of  the  Public  Art  Program  —  from  five  percent  to  15  or  20  percent  —  to 
suppport  the  Public  Art  Program  as  well  as  provide  needed  overhead  for  the  Arts 
Commission;  charge  street  artists  additional  fees  for  services  and  overhead; 
collection  of  fines  from  street  artists  for  violations  and  misdemeanors;  use 
of  Public  Art  Fund  to  supplement  salaries  by  contracting  employees;  Grants 
for  the  Arts  might  be  able  to  underwrite  NAP  as  in  the  past;  request  fees  for 
all  services  (technical  information,  referrals,  employment,  etc.)  —  the 
Commission  receives  at  least  2,000  requests  every  year  —  and  require  that 
all  requests  be  in  writing;  reduce  the  work,  week  of  all  staff  members. 
Discussion  ensued. 

President  Nemerovski  stated  the  point  of  discussion  was  to  establish  guidelines 
for  the  budget  cutting  decision-making  process,  not  to  make  specific  decisions 
and  then  requested  a  vote  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  consensus,  at  which 
point  Commissioner  Warburg  phrased  the  motion  as  a  philosophical  statement. 
Commissioner  Paterson  seconded  and  the  motion  was  adopted  unanimously.

Native  Son  Monument  Conservation 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  $10,000  had  been  donated  through  Mr.  Donald 
Blum,  of  Donald  Blum  Public  Relations,  for  his  client,  Glendale  Federal 
Savings.   This  money  will  cover  half  of  the  cost  for  cleaning  up  The  Native  Sons 
Monument  at  Montgomery  and  Market  Streets.   "A  Salute  to  the  Great  Monuments 
of  Market  Street"  will  appear  in  the  windows  at  4  Montgomery  St.  next  week. 
Mr.  Blum  is  hoping,  the  director  reported,  to  get  sponsorship  of  other  monuments 
and  will  be  giving  a  business  lunch  late  this  spring  for  various  Market  Street 
merchanges,  inviting  them  to  participate  and  do  what  the  city  no  longer  can. 
This  will  be  called  "Glendale  Federal  Salutes  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission's 
Native  Sons  Monument."   Director  Isaacs  suggested  a  thank  you  and  perhaps  a 
resolution  accepting  the  funding  when  it  arrives. 

MOSCONE  JOINT  COMMITTEE  —  Peter  Rodriguez,  Chair 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  reported  all  members  had  been  present  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Moscone  Joint  Committee.  The  meeting  was  primarily  informational; 
the  next  meeting  will  be  a  short  one  at  which  the  committee  will  review  where 
art  is  to  be  placed  at  the  Moscone  Convention  Center. 

NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM  —  William  Paterson,  Chair 

Commissioner  Paterson  turned  the  floor  over  to  Director  Isaacs  who  described 
the  history  of  the  Arts  Commission's  responsibility  for  the  physical  maintenance 
of  the  Cultural  Centers.   She  said  its  role  had  become  that  of  messenger  between 
Cultural  Centers  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  —  inappropriately  —  and 
was  ineffective  since  the  Commission  could  not  "give  orders"  to  that  department 
nor  were  the  funds  administered  by  them.   She  quoted  Supervisor  Gonzalez  who 
would  like  the  Comission  to  be  "advocates,  not  adversaries."   The  director  said 
the  programming  directors  should  be  freed  up  to  do  programming;  they  are  not 
trained  as  architects,  etc.,  and  should  not  be  required  to  act  as  such.   She 
delineated  the  Commisson's  responsibility:   to  build  in  protection  for  the 
Centers  for  their  cultural  programs;  retain  its  programming  role*    ensure  equal 
accessibility  to  all  members  of  the  community  both  to  serve  on  the  boards  and  for 
use  of  the  facility;  to  protect  the  city  from  liability  by  seeing  that  the  Centers 
are  safe  and  well  run.   She  said  the  physical  needs  of  the  Centers  should  be  in 
the  hands  of  trained  professionals.   Commissioner  Rockrise  spoke  in  support  of 
the  director's  comments.   He  made  a  motion  that  the  Commission  express  its 
approval  of  the  concept  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  other  city 
departments  take  charge  of  the  physical  maintenance  and  design  needs  of  those 
physical  facilities  which  are  the  Neighborhood  Cultural  Centers.   The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rodreguez  and  adopted  as  amended. 

RESOLUTION  No.  37-88-200:   Approval  of  Relinquishing  Responsibility  for 

Physical  Maintenance  of  Neighborhood  Cultural  Centers 
to  Appropriate  City  Departments

Zoning  legislation  for  Artist  Housing 

Margie  O'Driscoll,  project  manager  of  Arthouse,  reported  on  the  legislation, 
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STATE/LOCAL  PARTNERSHIP  PROGRAM  (cont'd.) 

to  be  reviewed  on  March  24  by  the  Planning  Commission,  which  would  change  the 
rules  of  Artists  Live/Work.   One  of  the  most  significant  problems  in  this  issue 
is  whether  or  not  Live/Work  is  exempt  from  rent  control  as  a  commercial  endeavor. 
She  pointed  out  that  the  second  draft  of  the  new  legislation  says  that  only 
"artists"  are  permitted  live/work  and  might  indicate  a  need  to  define  "artist" 
on  a  case-by-case  basis.   Ms.  O'Driscoll  expects  a  third  draft  of  this 
legislation. 

Facilities  and  Program  Report 

Leah  Forbes,  program  director,  reported  on  the  progress  of  Volume  Two  of  the 

Facilities  and  Program  Report.   She  stated  that  some  facilities  are  missing 

from  Volume  II  and  felt  that  the  Comission  should  wait  to  approve  the  report 
until  both  volumes  are  complete. 

STREET  ARTISTS  PROGRAM  —  Jo  Hanson,  Chair 

Commissioner  Hanson  moved  that  approval  be  give  to  the  following  resolution: 
it  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Metwally  and  unanimously  adopted. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  37-88-201:   Requests  for  Priority  in  Issuance  of  Certificate 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  request  by  former  certificate 
holders  for  priority  in  issuance  of  certificates:   Judy  Lobree, 
Caroline  Laib,  and  Diane  Hedges. 

Commissioner  Hanson  reported  that,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Street  Artists 
Program  Committee,  Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  was  asked  to  inquire  about 
the  procedure  necessary  to  take  issue  with  a  ruling  by  a  municipal  judge  — 
specifically,  the  ruling  which  allows  charitable  solicitors  to  sell  T-shirts 
and  clothing  with  "messages"  printed  on  them.   Mr.  Lazar  was  also  asked  to  set  up 
a  meeting  with  the  principals  involved:   the  street  artists,  the  merchants, 
representatives  of  the  City  Attorney,  the  District  Attorney  and  the  Arts 
Commission.   She  discussed  the  inflexibility  in  making  changes  in  administrative 
options  in  the  program  because  of  required  Charter  revisions  and  called  for 
an  effort  toward  making  the  program  more  administratively  manageable  by 
rewriting  legislation.   President  Nemerovsky  said  she  would  like  to  see  a 
consensus  of  opinion  among  the  artists  and  merchants  before  endorsing  such 
changes.   It  was  agreed,  that  after  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Program  Committee 
and  Street  Artists  Liaison  Committee,  a  Mini  Round  Table  discussion  on  the  Street 
Artists  Program  might  be  in  order. 

Commissioner  Hanson  then  stated  her  objections  to  the  Commission's  recent 
decision  in  the  June  Richard  violation  case.   While  she  had  recommended  Ms. 
Richard  receive  a  lenient  suspension  on  condition  she  receive  treatment,  the 
full  Commission  had  simply  suspended  her  certification,  leniently,  for  one 
month  without  the  requirement  for  treatment.   Commissioner  Warburg  agreed  with 
Commissioner  Hanson's  objection  and  pointed  out  that  the  Commission's  decision 
provided  for  consideration  of  revocation  if  there  occured  a  further  incident  of 
the  same  nature. 

VISUAL  ARTS  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  —  Robert  LaRocca,  Chair 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  made  the  following  motions,  in  Commissioner  LaRocca 's 
absense,  for  the  approval  of  the  full  Commission.

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  mural  proposed  from  Richard  Haas  for  the 
wall  of  the  Orpheum  Thetre  12  years  ago  was  still  awaiting  matching  funds.   The 
NEA  gave  an  extension  for  these  funds  but  a  new  location  had  not  been  found  (the 
new  library  will  block  the  intended  wall  of  the  theatre.)   The  director  reminded 
the  Commission  that  Mr.  Haas1  reputation  has  grown  over  the  intervening  years 
and  hopes  he  he  will  still  do  the  commission.   In  any  case,  she  stated,  the 
money  should  go  to  the  artist. 

The  director  said  the  difficulties  with  Lee  Champagne,  the  artist  contracted 
for  the  Parking  Authority  art  work,  were  such  that  another  artist  might  have 
to  be  commissioned  to  complete  the  work. 

She  reported  that  Larry  Kirkland  would  begin  installing  his  commission  in  the 
South  Terminal  at  the  San  Francisco  airport  that  evening  and  would  be  working 
every  day  from  midnight  to  6  a.m.  the  following  week. 

The  director  told  the  Commission  that  a  new  location  for  the  offices  of  ^t'he  Streeil 
Artists  Program  was  being  scouted.   Moving  this  program,  which  pays  its  own  rent. 
would  make  more  room  for  the  Commission  itself. 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  Women  with  AIDS   show  at  the  South  of  Market 
Cultural  Center  was  quite  noteworthy.    The  show  had  been  accepted  by  the 
Museum  of  Contemporary  Art  in  New  York  City. 

The  director  also  reported  she  had  been  in  communication  with  Jeanne  Bogardus, 
director  of  the  Friends  of  the  Arts  Commission,  regarding  ideas  to  raise  money. 

Restoration  work  at  the  Beach   Chalet  had  been  completed,  the  director  stated..   As 
the  future  of  the  Chalet  is  in  question  —  rental  conditions  being  difficult  and 
this  was  the  last  time  the  murals  can  be  restored  —  it  was  suggested  that  the 
Commission  convene  a  meeting  there.   According  to  Mr.  Rumsey,  the  Commission 
should  make  a  statement  regarding  agreeable  future  use  of  the  Chalet  because 
protection  of  the  murals  could  become  a  media  issue.

II.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Claire  Isaacs  reported  to  the  Commission  that  the  Mayor's  office 
had  not  made  its  recommendations  yet  regarding  the  budget  cuts.   She 
stated  she  would  keep  the  Commissioners  posted. 

She  also  reported  the  space  problems  at  the  Art  Commission  offices  will 
be  alleviated:   a  closet  on  the  third  floor  at  45  Hyde  S;.  intended  for 
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the  telephone  computer  system  (which  has  been  canceled  due  to  budget 
cuts)  would  be  turned  over  to  the  Arts  Commission  for  the  storage  of 
files  and  the  City  Art  Collection.   Assurances  have  been  made  that  the 
storage  space  will  be  reserved  for  the  Arts  Commission  because  the  over- 
crowding has  been  a  health  concern.   The  existing  office  space  can  then 
be  modified  to  accommodate  all  personnel  plus  have  a  small  meeting  room. 

The  director  then  called  on  Jeanne  Bogardus,  director  of  the  Friends  of 
the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission,  to  address  the  Commission  regarding 
the  Friends'  role  in  fundraising.   Said  Bogardus:   The  Friends  will  take 
on  the  Adopt-a-Monument  project  and  develop  an  in-kind  and  volunteer  bank 
in  addition  to  working  with  the  Commission  in  development.   They  will 
sponsor  two  tables  for  the  Arts  Commission  staff  at  the  Business  Volun- 
teers for  the  Arts  luncheon  hosted  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  April 
15.   Ms.  Bogardus  will  continue  to  report  at  each  Commission  meeting.

The  Commission  was  reminded  there  would  be  a  reception  and  press  confer- 
ence for  the  new  artwork  at  the  South  Terminal  on  April  20  from  12  to  2 
p.m.

Commissioner  Alley  reported  that  good  progress  was  being  made  on  the  POPs 
series.   A  full  report  will  be  made  at  the  next  meeting. 

STATE/LOCAL  PARTNERSHIP  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  —  Anne-Marie  Metwally,  Chair 

Artists  Live/Work  Space:   City-wide  Legislation 

Program  Director  Leah  Forbes  stated  that  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Planning 
Commission  had  requested  the  Arts  Commission  make  a  recommendation  on  the 
new  Live/Work  legislation  and  that  the  Planning  Commission  was  postponing 
its  own  vote  pending  word  from  the  Arts  Commission. 

Margie  O'Driscoll,  project  director  of  ARTHOUSE,  addressed  the  Commission 
regarding  the  new  legislation.   She  stated  it  was  very  well-crafted  and 
makes  Live/Work  a  commercial  occupancy  which  relieves  problems  with 
parking  and  rear  yards  and  makes  more  buildings  available  for  Live/Work 
situations.   What  happens  in  San  Francisco,  she  stated,  serves  as  a  model 
for  the  rest  of  the  nation.   Ms.  O'Driscoll  complimented  Susanna  Montana 
and  the  City  Planning  Department  for  the  legislation  and  the  attention 
given  to  this  matter. 

Concerns  about  the  new  legislation  lie  in  the  idea  that  Live/Work  will  be 
limited  to  artists  only  which  will  require  a  definition  of  "artist." 
This  would  necessitate  inspection  and  would  make  the  live/work  program 
ineligible  for  federal  and  state  funding:   a  special  class  called  "art- 
ist" would  artificially  create  a  protected  class.   She  mentioned  also  the 
inconsistencies  in  rent  control.   Ms.  O'Driscoll  entertained  questions 
from  the  commissioners  and  then  introduced  Ms.  Montana  from  the  Planning 
Department.   Ms.  Montana  described  the  research  and  study  that  took  place 
to  determine  the  zoning  standards  which  apply  to  artists  and  best  meet 
their  needs.   She  outlined  the  requirements  of  "dwelling  units,"  as 
contrasted  with  the  designation  of  live/work  space.   The  new  legislation 
contains  a  use  category  to  fit  the  needs  of  artists,  gives  it  less  strin- 
gent parking  standards,  open  space  standards,  and  density  standards  than 
normal  residential  or  commercial  uses.   It  also  changes  the  standards 
from  residential  to  commercial  standards.   Ms.  Montana  then  entertained 
questions  from  the  commission. 
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President  Nemerovski  asked  for  comments  from  the  members  of  the  community 
who  had  requested  time  to  testify.   Those  who  expressed  their  views  were 
David  Astilli,  artist;  Mike  Berline,  developer  and  architect;  John  LeFan, 
president  of  Project  Artaud;  Tom  Ness  and  William  Gaetjens.   They  ad- 
dressed such  issues  as  defining  art  and  artists,  rent  control,  the  exclu- 
sion of  writers  from  the  legislation,  separateness  as  artists  from  the 
people  they  represent,  wording  in  the  legislation  to  say  that  if  you  take 
up  a  live/work  space  you  should  live  in  it,  the  idea  that  living  in  the 
workplace  reduces  the  numbers  of  commuters  and  should  not  be  limited  to 
just  artists,  being  unable  to  work  for  a  period  of  time  should  not  cause 
an  artist  to  give  up  space.   Discussion  ensued.   Ms.  O'Driscoll  stated 
her  recommendation  that  the  commission  should  disapprove  the  limitation 
of  live/work  to  just  artists  due  to  the  need  for  inspection  and  enforce- 
ment.  She  noted  that  if  the  code  is  limited  to  artists,  they  would 
constitute  a  "special  class"  and  therefor  be  ineligible  for  subsidies 
such  as  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant  and  low  income  tax  credits. 
Commissioner  Rodriguez  pointed  out  that  the  basic  fact  was  that  artists 
have  been  leaving  San  Francisco  because  of  high  rents,  etc.   Commissioner 
Rockrise  suggested  a  task  force  to  review  the  legislation.   President 
Nemerovski  requested  that  the  legislation  be  reviewed  by  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  and  Vice  President  LaRocca  suggested  a  joint  committee  with  the 
State  Local  Partnership. 

Ms.  Montana  then  read,  at  the  Commissioner's  request,  the  definition  of 
artist:   "Arts  activities  shall  include  performance;  exhibition  (except 
the  exhibition  of  films  like  movie  theatres);  rehearsal,  production, 
post-production  and  schools  of  any  of  the  following:   dance,  dramatic 
arts,  video,  graphic  art,  drawing,  sculpture,  small-scale  glassworks, 
ceramics,  textiles,  woodworking,  photography,  custom-made  jewelry  or 
apparel,  and  other  visual,  performance  and  sound  arts  and  crafts.   It 
shall  include  commercial  arts,  and  art-related  business  service  uses 
including  but  not  limited  to,  recording  and  editing  services;  small-scale 
film  and  video  developing  and  printing;  titling,  video  and  film  librar- 
ies; special  effects  production;  fashion  and  photostylists ;  production, 
sale  and  rental  of  theatrical  wardrobes;  studio  property  production  and 
rental  companies.   Arts  spaces  shall  include  studios,  workshops,  galler- 
ies, museums,  archives  and  theatres  and  other  similar  spaces  customarily 
used  principally  for  arts  activities  exclusive  of  movie  theatres,  dance 
hall,  adult  entertainment  and  other  establishments  where  liquor  is  cus- 
tomarily served  during  performances." 

Director  Isaacs  asked  if  the  costs  had  been  estimated  to  review  and 
enforce  each  category  of  artist.   Ms.  Montana  said  the  new  legislation 
would  not  cost  any  more  than  the  current  legislation  which  is  also  limit- 
ed to  artists.   She  noted  that  if  artists  have  a  change  of  circumstance 
and  cannot  work  as  artists  for  a  while,  they  can  request  a  change  in  code 
status  for  their  unit,  from  "live/work"  to  "dwelling  unit." 
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Commissioner  Hanson  then  made  the  motion  that  the  Commission  support  the 
legislation  with  additional  review  of  the  limitation  to  artists.   The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rodriguez  and  adopted  unanimously. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  44-88-229:   Support  of  New  City-wide  Live/Work  Legislation 


RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  support  and  appreciate  the  live/work 
legislation  as  a  substantial  contribution  to  increasing  available  live/- 
work  space  and  supports  every  effort  to  facilitate  developing  live/work 
space  and  increasing  the  amount  of  live/work  space.

Review  of  the  Maquette  Proposed  for  the  Gandhi  Memorial 

Vice  President  LaRocca  introduced  Mr.  Yogesh  Gandhi  to  the  Commission  who 
presented  a  revised  maquette  of  the  statue  to  be  presented  to  the  City  by 
the  Gandhi  Foundation  for  the  approval  of  the  Commission.   Director 
Isaacs  mentioned  that  a  formula  of  cost  appropriate  to  maintain  the 
statue  was  still  being  developed.   Commissioner  Hanson  commented  that  the 
current  maquette  was  very  responsive  to  the  requests  of  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee.   San  Francisco,  Mr.  Gandhi  said,  will  be  the  first  city  to 
select  its  statue  from  the  15  to  be  distributed  to  cities  in  the  U.S.

Appeal  of  alleged  violation:   Kerlene  Burkett 

The  Commission  then  heard  testimony  from  Director  Claire  Isaacs,  Program 
Director  Howard  Lazar  and  Commissioner  Hanson  regarding  street  artist 
Kerlene  Burkett' s  appeal  of  the  ruling  on  violation  charges. 

Ms.  Burkett  had  been  charged  with  displaying  for  sale  items  not  in  accord 
with  the  Arts  Commission's  criteria  and  specifically  the  display  of 
buckets  of  seashells.   Mr.  Lazar  circulated  photographs  taken  by  Director 
Isaacs  at  Ms.  Burkett 's  stand  near  the  Cliffhouse  of  the  seashells  in 
question. 

A  resolution  passed  by  the  Arts  Commission  in  1981  defined  handcrafted 
items  for  the  purposes  of  the  Commission  and  the  Street  Artists  Program 
as  follows:   a  handcrafted  item  is  an  item  predominantly  created  by  or 
significantly  altered  in  form  by  the  artist."   This  definition  also 
appears  in  the  Street  Artists  law.   Therefore,  shells  cut  or  sliced  and 
polished  or  cleaned  up,  such  as  Ms.  Burkett's,  did  not  constitute  an  art 
or  craft  item.   In  addition,  on  August  24,  1987  Ms.  Burkett  appeared 
before  the  Street  Artists  Advisory  Committee  which  verified  that  cleaned 
and  polished  seashells  did  not  constitute  legitimate  art  or  craft  under 
the  Street  Artists  certification  program.   That  Committee  then  advised 
Ms.  Burkett  not  to  sell  the  shells  in  question  and  she  agreed. 

Thus,  based  on  Director  Isaacs'  report  on  what  she  witnessed  and  photo- 
graphed, Mr.  Lazar  stated  the  committee  found  Ms.  Burkett  in  violation  of 
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the  criteria.   The  published  penalty  for  this  violation  was  a  two-month 
suspension  of  certification.   Ms.  Burkett  appeared  before  the  Commission 
to  appeal  the  recommendation  of  the  Street  Artists  Program  Committee 
chair.   She  argued  that  the  Advisory  had  told  her  to  remove  cleaned  and 
polished  shells   —  which  she  had  —  but  not  cut  shells,  from  her  dis- 
play. 

After  extended  discussion,  Commissioner  Hanson  stated  that  consistency 
regarding  penalties  for  violations  is  important  in  maintaining  the  rules 
of  the  Street  Artists  Program  and  encouraged  the  Commission  to  uphold  the 
ruling.   Mr.  Lazar,  however,  stated  there  was  a  possibility,  in  this 
case,  of  a  misunderstanding.   Commissioner  Hanson  submitted  the  following 
motion  which  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rodriguez  and  adopted  as  amend- 
ed with  Commissioner  Eichelbaum  opposed.   Following  the  vote,  further 
discussion  ensued  at  which  time  it  was  clarified  by  Commissioner  Eichman 
that  the  penalty  was  suspended. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  44-88-235;   Suspension  of  Penalty  in  Kerlene  Burkett  Violation 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  upholds  the  findings  of  the  Street  Artists 
Program  Committee  of  the  violation  of  Kerlene  Burkett  and  defers  the 
setting  of  a  penalty.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


President  Nemerovsky  reported  on  the  Arts  Recognition  Program  awards 
ceremony  she  had  attended  at  City  Hall.   She  displayed  to  the 
Commission  the  medal  presented  which  depicted  the  State  Seal  and  was 
inscribed,  "1988  California  Arts  Scholar,  California  State  Summer 
School  for  the  Arts 


The  president  informed  the  Commission  of  the  Press  Conference  held 
that  morning  as  the  kickoff  for  the  Youth  Arts  Festival.   Arts 
Commission  Director  Claire  Isaacs  and  Neighborhood  Arts  Program 
Director  Anne-Marie  Thielen  also  had  been  present  and  a  proclamation 
from  the  Mayor  had  been  read. 
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Opening  night  of  the  Festival,  she  announced,  would  be  at  the  Fine  Arts 
Museum  on  May  12.   Posters  for  the  event  were  then  distributed  to  the 
Commissioners . 

III.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  the  art  used  on  the  poster  for  the  1988  Youth 
Arts  Festival  had  been  selected  from  the  1987  Youth  Arts  Festival  and  was 
the  work  of  high  school  students  from  Woodrow  Wilson  High  School.  The 
piece  had  been  purchased  by  the  Arts  Commission  with  monies  from  the 
Public  Art  Fund.   Hopefully,  she  said,  the  purchase  prize  would  be  an 
annual  tradition  for  use  on  the  following  year's  poster. 

Regarding  staff,  the  director  stated  that  Assistant  Director  Dennis 
Rumsey  had  been  excused  from  the  meeting  as  he  was  ill.   Ms.  Jill  Manton 
was  in  Italy  courtesy  of  the  Italian  government  and  was  delivering  a 
speech  on  public  art  in  San  Francisco.   The  director  welcomed  back 
Registrar  Debra  Lehane  from  maternity  leave.   She  also  thanked  Claudia 
Currie  and  Vicky  Brown  for  continuing  to  fill  in  until  a  Commission 
Secretary  could  be  hired. 

The  Director  reported  that  things  were  moving  along  with  the  Arts 
Festival  and  that  she  and  Ms.  Anne  Smith  had  met  at  the  County  Fair 
£>uilding  with  the  designer  and  a  staff  member  of  the  Division  of  Fairs 
and  Expositions.   While  money  is  short,  there  had  been  a  great  deal  of 
enthusiasm  for  the  Festival  and  she  expected  a  very  interesting  event 
which  will  become  an  annual  one  of  real  significance  for  San  Francisco. 

Director  Isaacs  commented  on  the  success  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
luncheon  on  April  15  and  thanked  the  Friends  of  San  Francisco  Arts 
Commission  for  purchasing  two  tables  and  inviting  10  members  of  the  Arts 
Commission  staff. 

She  also  reported  on  her  attendance  in  April  at  Arts  Day  —  held 
annually  in  Sacramento  —  which  was  an  opportunity  to  lobby  state 
senators  and  assemblymen.   Leah  Forbes  and  Margie  O'Driscoll,  Anne-Marie 
Thielen  and  Fe  Bongolan  also  attended. 

The  director  stated  that  the  new  Live/Work  legislation  had  taken  a  lot  of 
staff  time  in  April  and  said  the  Commission  would  be  updated  in  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  report. 

Ms.  Isaacs- also  stated  she  had  been  and  would  continue  to  be  very  busy 
with  speaking  engagements  as  there  had  been  a  great  deal  of  interest  in 
what  the  Arts  Commission  does  and,  in  particular,  in  public  art. 

Finally,  she  reported  that  there  had  been  a  fine  reception  at  the  airport 
on  April  20  in  honor  of  four  major  pieces  recently  installed.   Members  of 
the  Commission  attended  and  there  had  been  fine  representation  from 
members  of  the  airport  staff  and  the  press.  She  expressed  her  thanks  to 
the  staff  for  a  beautiful  reception.

MOSCONE  JOINT  COMMITTEE  —  Peter  Rodriguez,  Chair 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  reported  a  meeting  had  been  held  to  review 
maquette  of  new  building  to  be  placed  at  Moscone  Center  and  the  sites 
specified  for  art  work  and  to  discuss  what  type  of  art  would  be 
appropriate  for  those  areas.   The  committee  will  meet  again  shortly  to 
try  to  work  out  a  plan  to  get  some  important  California  artists 
commissioned  to  make  art  for  the  spaces  indicated  as  it  would  be 
beneficial  for  the  artists  to  have  work  at  the  Moscone  Center  and  would 
be  beneficial  to  the  city  as  well.   There  are  at  least  eight  important 
spaces  and  the  committee  also  considered  moving  some  existing  work  from 
the  present  structure  to  new  areas  where  it  would  have  higher  visibility. 
The  committee  will  meet  again  on  the  May  20. 


MUSIC  COMMITTEE  —  Vernon  Alley,  Chair 

The  list  of  proposed  artists,  conductors  and  programs  for  the  1988  POPS 
Concerts  was  read  by  Director  Isaacs  in  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Alley 
and  Mr.  Rumsey.   (A  Music  Committee  report  including  this  list  and  the 
projected  revenue  and  expense  budget  had  been  distributed  to  the  members. 
Commissioner  Rodriguez  stated  the  program  was  unbalanced  as  there  was  not 
a  Latin  American  night  included  in  the  schedule  of  events.   He  said  that 
in  eight  years  there  had  not  been  an  all-Latino  program  and  he  felt  no 
effort  had  been  made  in  that  direction.   President  Nemerovsky,  Director 
Isaacs  and  Commissioner  Eichelbaum  assured  him  that  efforts  had  been  made 
to  include  Latino  artists  but  they  were  either  too  expensive, 
unavailable,  could  not  perform  with  the  symphony  or  were  non-union  and 
could  not  be  included  with  union  musicians  and  workers. 

The  Commission  was  then  asked  to  approve  the  following  recommendations 
from  the  committee  in  regard  to  the  1988  POPS  Concerts.   All  the 
resolutions  were  seconded  and  unanimously  adopted  with  the  exception  of 
the  first  which  was  opposed  by  Commissioner  Rodriguez.

Regarding  a  recommendation  for  an  increase  in  street  artist  certificate 
fee  there  was  some  discussion.   Commissioner  Hanson  explained  that  the 
budget  for  the  Street  Artists  was  being  established  and  there  are  some 
reserve  funds  in  the  program.   The  decision  had  been  made  to  continue  to 
hold  these  funds  "in  prudence"  as  they  would  not  be  lost  to  the  program 
if  not  used.   The  Committee  then  submitted  a  1988-89  budget  plan  to  (i) 
raise  the  street  artists'  certificate  fee,  (ii)  use  part  of  the  reserve 
funds  and  (iii)  hold  part  of  the  reserve.

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Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  pointed  out  that  a  fee  of  $230  divided  into 
the  budget  of  $119,000  means  517  street  artists  as  opposed  to  the  current 
566  in  the  program.   This  number  would  decrease,  he  stated,  through 
attrition  as  those  artists  dropping  out  of  the  program  would  simply  not 
be  replaced.   Further,  he  stated,  he  sometimes  has  to  overscreen  because 
if  he  were  to  schedule  the  same  number  of  people  who  had  dropped  out  only 
half  would  show  and  the  number  must  therefore  be  doubled.   In  another 
approach,  the  $230  fee  divided  into  a  budget  of  $112,000  ($7,000  of  the 
reserve  money  making  up  the  remainder)  the  number  of  artists  becomes  486. 
Eighty  artists  could  be  allowed  to  drop  out;  at  a  dropout  rate  of  10  to 
12  per  month,  it  would  be  eight  months  before  the  number  of  street 
artists  would  drop  below  the  number  required  to  maintain  the  budget. 

Mr.  Lazar  suggested  that  this  new  fee  proposal  be  acted  on  immediately  in 
order  to  produce  the  new  legislation  by  July  1.   The  crowding  on  the 
streets,  he  said,  was  a  real  problem:   more  of  the  permit  holders  are 
competing  for  space  and,  for  example,  the  Fisherman's  Wharf  area  has  been 
full  even  at  a  slow  time  of  year.   In  terms  of  occupying  spaces,  this 
plan  would  be  much  more  advantageous,  he  said.   In  addition,  while  the 
city  ordinance  requires  screening,  it  does  not  dictate  the  numbers  of 
artists  screened  and  this  plan  to  reduce  the  total  would  not  violate  the 
law. 

Director  Isaacs  then  stated  that  this  would  be  only  a  temporary  solution 
to  the  screening  problem.   She  said  the  issue  was  how  much  competition 
the  Commission  wanted  to  create.   Too  many  permits  create  tension  and 
difficulty  for  people  trying  to  make  a  living  while  too  few  creates  a 
long  waiting  list.   The  ratio  of  artists  to  existing  spaces  is  the  real 
issue,  she  stated.   Discussion  continued. 

Mr.  Lazar  stated  that  through  the  sentiment  expressed  by  the  street 
artists  themselves,  the  pressure  would  be  on  the  screening  committee  to 
do  less  screening;  to  use  more  of  the  meetings  for  other  work  such  as 
street  monitoring  the  crafts,  monitoring  criteria  (each  criterion  will 
require  one  meeting  and  the  committee  is  limited  to  30  meetings  per 
year),  studio  visits  (which  would  mean  less  screening  time).   The 
pressure  would  not  be  on  the  screening  committee  to  spend  75%  of  its  time 
screening  numbers  of  people. 

Mr.  Dennis  Klein  of  the  Streets  Artists  Lottery  Committee  proposed 
acceptance  of  the  15%  increase  in  fees  to  lessen  the  pressure  on  the 
screening  committee  which  could  then  devote  its  time  to  activities  the 
street  artists  feel  are  more  important.   He  also  submitted  that 
uncontrolled  screening  violates  one  of  the  conditions  expressed  on  the 
street  artists'  certificates:  that  "the  Art  Commission  reserves  the  right 
to  establish  such  conditions  as  to  further  the  interest  of  the  artist  and 
community."   The  basic  intent,  he  said,  is  not  to  squeeze  out  more 
artists  then  there  are  spaces. 


Mr.  Rosenbloom  stated  that  the  increase  in  fee  would  give  the  Commission 
more  policy  options:  screening  at  the  same  rate  would  generate  more 
money,  screening  at  the  lower  rate  would  be  possible  because  the  budget 
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would  be  maintained.   There  are  an  overwhelming  number  of  artists,  he 
said,  who  would  live  with  an  increase  if  it  meant  they  could  work  more 
often. 

The  following  motion  was  then  seconded  and  unanimously  adopted  as 
amended :

Discussion  on  Live/Work  Issue  and  Pending  Legislation 

Vice  President  LaRocca  turned  the  discussion  over  to  Director  Isaacs. 
She  informed  the  members  that  since  the  Live/Work  Legislation  had  been 
sent  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  for  review  and  not  given  100  percent 
endorsement  by  the  Arts  Commission,  the  Planning  Commission  had  been 
forced  to  continue  the  item  until  its  next  meeting.  Supervisor  Maher,  who 
sponsored  the  bill,  was  concerned  that  the  opportunity  had  been  lost  to 
get  this  legislation  through  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and,  at  a  meeting 
with  Margie  O'Driscoll,  Susanna  Montana,  the  director  and  Leah  Forbes, 
said  although  the  Commission  had  some  reservations  about  the  legislation 
it  would  have  to  go  through  as  written  or  be  withdrawn.   The  issue  in 
question  was  whether  Live/Work  should  be  restricted  to  artists  only  or 
whether  it  should  be  open  to  all  people  of  San  Francisco.   The  question 
has  come  back  to  the  Arts  Commission  even  though  the  arts  community  as  a 
whole  is  not  agreed.   Supervisor  Maher  told  the  director  if  the 
Commission  could  not  support  the  legislation  he  would  table  it.   Director 
Isaacs  told  the  Commission  she  felt  the  process  should  move  forward  and 
directed  the  Commission's  attention  to  the  drafted  recommendations  and 
amendments  in  hand. 

Director  Isaacs  then  asked  the  Commission  to  endorse  the  new  legislation, 
bearing  in  mind  that  this  would  not  have  the  effect  of  law  (it  may  be 
further  amended  by  the  Land  Use  Committee)  but  that  this  form  (i)  gives 
the  opportunity  for  a  hearing  in  24  months,  (ii)  retained  the  support  of 
Supervisor  Maher  and  of  many  artists. 

Vice  President  LaRocca  then  moved  that  the  Commission  proceed  in  its 
recommendation;  Commissioners  Rodriguez  and  Hanson  seconded  and  the 
motion  was  unanimously  passed. 
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RESOLUTION  NO.  52-88-260:   Support  of  Proposed  City-wide  Live/Work  Legislation 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  strongly  supports  the  proposed  city-wide 
live/work  legislation  as  sponsored  by  Supervisor  Bill  Maher;

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that,  because  of  concerns  raised  by  the  arts  community, 
the  Arts  Commission  recommends  close  monitoring  of  the 
implementation  of  the  legislation  to  learn  if  the  restricted 
use  of  live/work  spaces  to  arts  activities  only  is  actually 
benefiting  the  arts  community's  ability  to  secure  such  spaces; 
and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hold  a  hearing  in  24 
months  time  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  legislation  has 
been  of  benefit  to  artists  in  securing  live/work  space;  and  be 
it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Arts  Commission  recommends  that  any 

inconsistencies  between  this  legislation  and  codes  already 
established  with  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  be  resolved 
to  avoid  confusion.

Anne-Marie  Theilen,  director  of  the 
Neighborhood  Arts  Program,  had  requested  a  meeting  of  the  committee  with 
representatives  of  the  board  to  discuss  the  problem.

STATE/LOCAL  PARTNERSHIP  COMMITTEE  —  Anne-Marie  Metwally,  Chair 

Leah  Forbes  reported  the  grants  submitted  by  the  program  to  the  California 
Arts  Council  had  been  approved:   operational  funding  of  $15,000,  the  special 
projects  grant  ($55,000  for  three  different  projects  was  proposed)  for 
$53,250,  and  $7,500  (half  of  the  amount  requested)  to  conduct  a  survey  of 
multi-cultural  arts  organizations  and  their  cultural  activities  and  economic 
impact.   Director  Isaacs  explained  that  the  three  special  projects  were  the 
continuation  of  ArtHouse,  the  continuation  of  the  Revolving  Loan  Fund 
administration  for  Artists  Live/Work  and  the  Art  Gallery's  grant.   Ms.  Forbes 
also  reported  that  the  offices  of  the  State/Local  Partnership  Program  would  be 
moving  to  1095  Market.   The  program  will  now  have  to  pay  $350/month  rent  for 
the  space  (the  offices  had  previously  been  donated  by  Wells  Fargo). 

Margie  O'Driscoll,  director  of  ArtHouse,  reported  on  the  developments 
regarding  Live/Work  legislation.   A  one-day  workshop  on  developing  live/work 
space  for  artists  would  be  held,  she  stated,  at  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  on 
June  25  from  10  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  and  there  would  be  sliding  scale  and

scholarships  available.   Regarding  the  new  legislation  for  live/work,  the  Land 
Use  Committee  had  decided  to  put  a  decision  off  for  another  month  and  would 
look  at  it  again  on  June  28.

Regarding  the  Embarcadero  Roadway  Project,  Ms.  Manton  reported  the  committee 
had  proposed  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  that  an  artist  be  brought  on  as  a  design-team  member.   The  PUC  agreed  to 
fund  this  position,  she  said,  and  will  be  conducting  interviews  to  fill  this 
position  immediately.   The  artist  will  not  be  making  art  per  se,  she  stated, 
but  will  work  as  a  member  of  the  team.   Ms.  Manton  also  expressed  that  the 
Bechtel  design  team  has  made  a  strong  commitment  to  visual  and  aesthetic 
enhancement  of  the  Embarcadero  Roadway. 

Presentation  on  art  in  Seattle  Transit 

Ms.  Manton  then  introduced  Carole  Valenta  and  Jack  Mackie  from  Seattle, 
Washington  who  would  address  the  Commission.   They  spoke  and  presented  slides 
on  the  success  of  the  Seattle  Metro  Transit  Project  and  how  artists  had 
contributed  to  the  success  and  development  of  that  $420  million  project  as 
part  of  the  design  team.   Discussion  ensued  following  the  presentation. 

Arts  Festival 

Anne  Smith  then  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  Arts  Festival.   She  displayed 
the  prospectus  of  the  call  for  entries  to  the  competition  and  stated  the  turn- 
around time  for  the  submissions  was  tight:   entries  were  due  July  1.   The 
Advisory  Committee  had  been  selected  and  a  joint  press  release  had  been  sent 
to  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery's  list  and  Parks  and  Recreation's  list  and  a 
schedule  had  been  developed  for  press  releases.   A  search  had  begun  for 
appropriate  performance  art  (music  or  poetry,  etc.)  to  be  included  at  the 
benefit  preview  to  be  held  on  Thursday  at  which  the  performance  will  take 
place.   For  the  first  time,  the  Flower  Show  will  be  designed  and  the  placement 
of  flowers  and  signs  will  lend  an  artistic  hand  to  the  environment.   Questions 
were  posed  and  discussion  ensued. 

The  Festival  will  take  place  on  August  26,  27  and  28.   The  art  will  be 
delivered  August  20  and  installed  before  the  flowers. 

Commissioner  Hanson  expressed  her  concern  regarding  the  turn-around  time  for 
submission  of  slides.   She  felt  the  burden  of  time  restraint  should  fall  on 
the  jurors,  not  on  the  artists,  and  that  the  deadline  should  be  extended.   Ms. 
Smith  agreed  to  extend  the  deadline.

She  stated  also  that  to  consider  offers  such  as  the  Tilden  sculptures,  and 
proposing  locations  at  this  time  may  conflict  with  the  planning  process 
that  is  being  developed  and,  that  using  the  new  art  money  to  move  historic 
sculpture  would  conflict  with  the  intent.   In  conclusion  she  said  that 
the  PUC,  the  Planning  Department  and  Muni,  including  a  citizens  advisory 
committee  is  planned,  and  for  the  Commission  to  consider  another  direction 
may  not  be  appropriate  at  this  time.

II.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Claire  Isaacs  noted  that  it  was  the  fifth  anniversary 
of  her  directorship  of  the  Arts  Commission.   She  stated  that 
she  had  attended  her  first  Commission  meeting  on  August  1,  1983 
and  the  first  crisis  had  been  the  protest  of  the  George  Segal 
Holocaust  Monument  placement.   She  remarked  on  the  progress 
of  each  of  the  Commission's  programs: 

Arts  Festival 

$40,000  of  outstanding  bills  existed  from  the  1983  Arts 
Festival  when  she  became  Director,   she  stated  that  the 
bills  had  been  paid  but  it  had  left  a  deficit  that  affected 
the  Commission  for  the  better  part  of  that  year. 

The  Festival,  as  it  is  produced  this  year  will  have  focus 
and  clarity  of  purpose  which  appeared  to  be  lacking  in 
1983.   The  1988  festival,  although  smaller  in  scope, 
is  a  high  quality,  well-staffed  energetic  production  that 
is  produced  "in  the  black."   The  Director  stated  she 
had  been  notified  that  Pacific  Telesis  would  make  a 
$2,000  grant  for  the  children's  participation  in  the 
festival. 


POPS  Concerts 

In  1983  the  POPS  was  recovering  from  a  slump  but  was  running 
"in  the  red,"  with  only  start-up  funds  and  no  money  in 
the  Public  Art  Fund  for  any  of  the  Arts  Commission's 
programs. 
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II.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (continued) 

This  year,  to  date,  the  net  is  approximately  $60,000  and  last  year's 
net  was  $180,000  and  $110,000  had  been  disbursed  to  programs  of 
the  Commission.   This  was  a  major  turnaround  and  the  POPS  have 
a  certain  "sparkle."   She  stated  that  currently  a  major  shift  is 
being  considered  and  new  approaches  may  be  taken  with  regards  to 
POPS  programming. 

Art  Gallery 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  in  1983  the  Art  Gallery  had  only  $2,000 
left  from  the  S.F.  Foundation  grant  when  she  became  Director.   She 
had  been  told  that  the  grant  would  no  longer  be  renewed  and  the 
City's  annual  allocation  for  the  Gallery  had  been  $2,200. 
Currently,  she  continued,  the  Gallery  has  approximately  $70,000 
per  year  with  a  large  volunteer  staff  of  interns  and  receives 
grants  from  corporations,  foundations  and  the  California  Arts 
Council.   There's  been  a  major  turnaround  for  the  Gallery  that 
has  "put  it  on  the  map,"  and  the  outdoor,  site  specific  gallery 
has  also  been  established  with  Security  Pacific  Bank  recently 
pledging  to  renew  its  grant. 

Art  in  Public  Places  Program 

In  1983  there  was  great  confusion  regarding  the  purpose  and  role  of 
the  airport  art  program.   Director  Isaacs  stated  that   Regina 
Almaguer,  the  program  coordinator  had  worked  hard  and  many  problems 
had  been  resolved  and  that  positive  communication  had  been  established 
between  the  two  commissions  with  good  press  for  the  art  work  there, 
as  exampled  recently  in  the  Bay  Guardian  that  stated,  "the  best  art 
gallery  in  San  Francisco  is  at  the  Airport."   She  stated  also  that 
the  Arts  Commission  had  received  equal  mention  along  with  the  Airport 
Commission  and  that  this  had  been  an  incredible  improvement  of  where 
the  Arts  Commission  had  been  five  years  ago. 

She  stated  also  that  progress  of  the  Art  in  Public  Places  program  had 
included   the  installation  of  artwork  in  places  such  as  police  stations, 
small  parks  and  fieldhouses.   She  said  that  the  coordinator,  Jill  Manton 
has  worked  hard  and  that  the  Arts  Commission  public  art  coordinators 
are  invited  to  speak,  publically  and  that  the  Arts  Commission  contract 
for  artists  is  considered  to  be  a  national  model. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program 

Five  years  ago,  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  had  been  in  transition, 
reported  the  Director,  and  the  cultural  centers  were  being  turned 
over  to  their  individual  Boards  and  now  each  center  is  struggling 
to  survive  on  its  own.   The  NAP  since  then  has  expanded  in  new 
directions.  The  program  has  published  several  booklets:  Art soup  - 
an  afterschool  guide  to  arts  activities  for  children;  a  20-year  history 
of  the  NAP  program;  a  guide  to  the  California  Arts  Council,  Artists- 
in-Residence .   She  stated  that  the  NAP  had  started  programs  in  the 
Richmond,  Sunset,  Tenderloin,  Visitacion  Valley  and  Potrero  Hill 
neighborhoods. 
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II.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (cont'd.) 

Street  Artist  Program 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  five  year's  ago  the  program  had  been  embroiled 
in  problems  of  policing  and  now,  with  the  aid  of  the  street  art  inspector, 
the  program  is  better  able  to  bring  under  control  the  violations,  thus 
strengthening  the  regulatory  part  of  the  program  that  had  had  a  saluatory 
effect  on  the  program  evidenced  by  the  street  artists,  themselves,  who  had 
voluntarily  voted  to  increase  their  license  fees.   She  reported  that  the  next 
frontier  for  this  program  was  to  improve  the  quality  of  art  sold  on  the 
streets. 

City  Art  Collection 

Five  years  ago,  there  had  not  been  an  inventory  or  o/ste,n  for  checking-in, 
or  out,  the  artwork,  to  other  departments.   Currently,  there  is  a  collections 
manager  -  Debra  Lehane.   She  is  working  on  the  inventory  and  a  catalogue 
that  will  soon  be  published  by  the  Portman  Hotel  for  the  Arts  Commission, 
illustrating  outdoor  monuments  and  murals.   Another  major  advancement 
for  the  Commission  is  the  active  conservation  program  that  is  progressing 
for  the  outdoor  monuments  in  San  Francisco. 

State/Local  Partnership  Program 

Currently,  the  Director  reported,  there  are  many  accomplishments  achieved 
under  the  program's  director,  Leah  Forbes.   Director  Isaacs  said  she 
had  just  received  notice  that  San  Francisco's  State/Local  program  had 
received  the  highest  rating  for  grants  from  the  California  Arts  Council, 
for  California  in  the  amount  of  $76,000.   More  importancly,  she  commented, 
what  had  been  accomplished  with  the  money  was  noteworthy.   Artist  housing 
had  been  protected,  the  program  was  responsible  for  the  Board  of  Education 
passing  a  resolution  mandating  arts  education  for  children  in  San  Francisco 
public  schools  and  the  inception  of  an  initiative  for  multi-cultural  arts. 
Also  being  investigated  is  support  of  individual  artists.   The  Director 
stated  that  ideas  that  had  only  been  talked  about  are  now  being  accomplished 
and  that  the  Arts  Commission's  State/Local  Program  is  being  consulted  from 
all  over  the  State. 

Public  Relations 

A  policy  for  public  relations  is  now  in  place  at  the  Commission  and  the 
Director  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  currently  receiving 
"good  press"  and  that  there  is  still  a  way  to  go  but  that  the  Commission's 
image  is  greatly  improved. 

Fundraising 

The  list  of  funders  has  been  expanded  due  to  the  hard  work  of  each 
staff  member.   She  stated  that  each  staff  person  had  becone  a  fundraiser 
procuring  in-kind  donations  and  volunteer  services  in  addition  to  the 
cash  gifts  from  corporations,  state  and  national  grants.   In  conclusion 
Director  Isaacs  thanked  the  staff  and  the  Commissioners  for  their  support 
and  hard  work. 
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II.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (cont'd.) 

Tony  Bennett's "Heart" 

The  Director  reported  that  the  planting  of  100  quince  trees,  in 
the  shape  of  a  heart  at  Bay  and  Hyde  Streets,  in  honor  of  Tony 
Bennett's  "I  Left  My  Heart  in  San  Francisco,"  and  his  appearance 
that  night  (Wednesday,  July  28th)  at  the  POPS  had  been  a  well- 
received  success.   She  stated  that  the  Water  Department  had  authorized 
the  use  of  their  property  and  DPW  Urban  Forestry  had  assisted  in 
the  planting  of  the  trees  that  will  bloom  with  flame  red  flowers 
next  February.   She  said  that  Tony  Bennett  had  been  delighted  and  that 
Charlotte  Mailliard,  representing  Mayor  Agnos,  delivered  two 
proclamations  for  Tony  Bennett  and  artist,  Art  Grant. 

Aids  Memorial 

Director  Isaacs,  reported  also  that   a  ground-breaking  ceremony 
for  the  Aids  Memorial,     by  Rudy  Lemcke,will  take  place  at  the 
Harvey  Milk  Plaza  at  Castro  and  Market  Streets  at  10:30  a.m. 
on  Tuesday,  August  2nd. 

Wattis  Room  Reception/Arts  Festival  Opening 

Director  Isaacs  reminded  the  Commissioners  of  the  Symphony's  invitation 
to  the  Wattis  Room  reception,  by  Mrs.  Bechtle,  President  of  the  Symphony, 
and  that  August  25th  is  the  opening  of  the  Arts  Commission  Festival  at 
the  Hall  of  Flowers  -  6:30  p.m. 

In  conclusion,  Director  Isaacs  reported  she  will  be  leaving  on  vacation, 
Friday,  August  5  and  that  Assistant  Director  Dennis  Rumsey  will  be  acting 
Director  in  her  absence. 

Commissioner  LaRocca  thanked  Director  Isaacs  for  her  support  and  stated 
that  the  extraordinary  aspect  of  her  report  of  the  past  five  year's 
accomplishments  had  been  that  each  year  the  Commission  budget  had 
been  cut  and  had  still  managed  to  expand  its  services.   he  acknowledged 
Director  Isaacs  and  praised  her  accomplishments.

Assistant  Director  Dennis  Rumsey  reported  on  the  status  of  the 
cultural  centers  design  development.  He  stated  that  the  South

Visual  Arts  Committee  Report  -  Robert  LaRocca,  Chair 

1988  Arts  Festival  Report 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  in  the  five  year's  of  producing  Arts 
Festivals  the  past  1988  Festival  had  been  a  pleasurable  experience 
and  that  it  had  been  a  totally  new  and  successful  venture  joining 
the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks,  the  State  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  Arts  Commission.   She  stated  that  it  had  been  suggested 
by  all  a  repeat  production  and  therefore  she  had  advised  and  requested 
the  resolution  be  adopted  to  contract  again  with  Ms.  Smith  to  assess 
the  financial  and  aesthetic  aspects  of  the  past  and  a  future  joint

Ms.  Smith  distributed  her  final  written  report  to  the  Commission  and 
reported  at  length  on  the  Art  Festival  while  slides  of  the  recent 
festival  were  shown.   She  stated  that  the  general  consensus  had  been 
the  festival  was  an  inspired  idea.   She  stated  also  that  the  nicest 
turn-around  had  come  from  the  division  managers  of  the  various  flower 
societies,  who  had  been  skeptical  at  the  onset,/ nad  submitted  to  their  sho 
managen  various  positive  evaluations  at  the  end  of  the  show.   She 
stated  chat  95%  of  them  had  recommended  doing  it  again  and  that  the 
design  and  art  factor  of  the  '88  show  had  uplifted  the  show  to  a 
dignified  and  beautiful  event.   She  stated  that  the  show  was  produced 
within  the  budget  and  production  went  extremely  well;  the  artists  were 
cooperative  and  nothing  was  lost  or  damaged  and  the  installation  itself 
was  highly  praised.   She  reported  also  that  for  the  first  time  in  ten 
years  the  Commission  had  been  able  to  make  purchase  prizes  for  the 
Commission's  City  Collection;  eleven  paintings  had  been  purchased.

Fee  Proposal 

Commissioner  Hanson  reported  that  at  various  time  in  past  years 
the  Visual  Arts  Committee  had  been  requested  to  loan  the  City 
Collection's  art  work.

Relative  to  the  Consent  Calendar  item  #  5,  suspension  of  certificate 
of  Gat  Wch  Lee  Chen  and  Yu  Chun  Ngan  Suen,  Commi.ssioner  Hanson 
reported  that  the  Committee  had  found  Ms.  Chen  c.nd  Suen  guilty 
of  displaying  commercially  manufactured  items  ard  that  the 
Street  Artist  Program  was  not  a  buy  and  sell  prcgram  but  rathe'" 
the  basic  tenet  of  the  program  is  that  the  artist  make  what 
is  sold  and  that  the  Committee  recommended  the  standard  penalty 
of  a  two-month  suspension  for  this  case.   President  Nemerovski 
thai  requested  that  those  present  that  had  come  to  testify  on 
behalf  of  Ms.  Chen  and  Ms.  Suen  keep  their  presentation  to 
a  limit  of  time.   The  following  persons  testifiec  that  the  artists 
charged  with  the  violations  had  never  violated  the  program  rules 
before,  were  hard  working  and  supported  families  on    their  earnings 
and  requested  that  tie  Commission  be  lenient  with  this  specific 
case:   Silina  Kreiszl, Jerome  Fong,  Willie  Cheng,  Virginia  L.  Burr 
Peggy  Reamer  and  Dennis  Klein.  They  presented  to  r.he  Commission  a 
signed  petition  of  108  names  requesting  that  no  su  pension  be 
levied,  but  rather  a  warning,  only.   Program  Director  Howard 
Lazar,  at  the  request  of  President  Nemerovski,  testified  that 
in  response  to  Mr.  Klein's  testimony,  the  Program  Committee  had 
adopted  an  unoff ic ial  warning  system  for  space  violations  but  that 
the  violation  of  celling  something  that  is  not  made  by  the  artist 
is  at  the  very  heart  of  the  Street  Artist  Program  aid  that  he  felt 
the  balance  of  the  Program  as  a  whole  should  be  considered.   He 
stated  that  the  Commission  was  not  obligated  to  enforce  the  si  ami. in 
penalty  but  he  also  cautioned  the  Commission  to  con; ider  the 
effects  of  their  decision  on  the  rest  of  the  Progran . 

Commissioner  LaRocca   stated  that  lie  would  like  the  Commission 
to  express  compassion  in  this  case  and  rather  than  i  iposo  the 
penalty  of  two-menth  suspension,  issue  a  warning.   C  nmisslonei 
Alley  concurred.

II.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Nemerovski,  having  no  report,  requested  that  Ms.  Isaacs  give 
the  director's  report. 

III.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  Commissioner  Hanson,  Commission  Presi- 
dent Nemerovski  and  she  were  present  in  the  unveiling  of  the  statue  of 
Mahatma  Ghandi  at  Ferry  Plaza.   People  from  all  over  the  country 
attended;  there  were  dancing  and  musical  presentations  as  well  as  the 
presentation  of  humanitarian  awards;  many  people  from  Indian  community 
attended.   She  urged  the  Commissioners  to  visit  the  statue. 

Ms.  Isaacs  reported  on  Mayor  Agnos'  State  of  the  City  Address  earlier 
that  afternoon.   She  mentioned  a  few  items  of  interest:   the  regroup- 
ing of  the  museums;  the  bond  issue  for  the  library  effort;  the  fact 
that  one  in  10  residents  of  San  Francisco  are  involved  in  the  arts  and 
cited  the  importance  of  the  Live/Work  ordinance. 

The  main  issue  of  the  director's  report  was  to  clarify  what  consti- 
tutes a  quorum  on  the  Arts  Commission,  what  constitutes  a  simple 
majority  and  who  votes.   She  drew  the  commissioner's  attention  to  a 
letter  from  the  city  attorney's  office  with  the  The  Rules  of  Order  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Section  3.500(a)  of  the  City  Charter 
regarding  the  Operation  of  Boards  and  Commissions  attached. 
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First,  ex  officio  members  do  vote  since  they  are  appointed  to  the  Arts 
Commission  by  virtue  of  their  office.   There  are  12  appointed  Commis- 
sioners and  five  Ex  Officio  Commissioners  including  the  mayor.   All 
are  entitled  to  vote  and  should  vote. 

Secondly,  Section  3.600  of  the  City  Charter  says  that  the  Arts  Commis- 
sion  quorum  is  seven.   With  17  members,  she  said,  seven  is  unusual. 
Normally  a  quorum  is  a  simple  majority,  or  nine,  but  with  seven  the 
absence  of  ex  officio  members  would  not  directly  effect  the  conduct  of 
business.   Thus,  any  combination  of  seven  members  —  appointed  or  ex 
officio  —  makes  up  a  quorum.   However,  in  order  to  pass  any  resolu- 
tion the   seven-member  quorum  must  be  unanimous.   A  simple  majority  is 
calculated  as  follows:   if  up  to  13  members  were  present,  seven  would 
be  the  simple  majority;  with  14  the  simple  majority  would  be  eight;  if 
16  or  17  members  were  present  the  simple  majority  would  be  nine. 

Thirdly,  no  member  of  a  Board  or  Commissions  present  when  a  vote  is 
taken  is  permitted  to  abstain.   If  there  is  a  valid  reason  to  abstain 
—  such  as  a  conflict  of  interest  —  a  vote  must  be  taken  by  the 
Commission  to  allow  the  member  to  do  so. 

Finally,  although  the  Commission  already  operates  under  the  rules  in 
Section  3.500(a),  the  rules  must  be  voted  in  by  the  members  and  noti- 
fication of  the  vote  posted  one  month  prior  to  the  vote. 

Commissioner  Warburg  asked  if  ex  officio  members  could  be  appointed  to 
the  committees  of  the  Arts  Commission  and  was  informed  by  President 
Nemerovski  that  they  could  but  had  not  been  as  they  had  enough  commit- 
tees of  their  own  on  which  to  work.   Commissioner  Rockrise  submitted 
that  the  only  way  for  ex  officio  members  to  learn  the  business  of  the 
Arts  Commission  would  be  to  serve  on  committees.   Commissioner  Eickman 
responded  that  he  would  have  difficulty  serving  on  additional  commit- 
tees. 


Director  Isaacs  also  reported  that  two  positions  at  the  Arts  Commis- 
sion had  been  filled.   She  introduced  the  new  accounting  clerk,  Juan 
Martinez,  and  junior  management  assistant  Joseph  Thomas,  the  Street 
Artist  inspector.

Civic  Design  Committee  Report  -  George  Rockrise,  Chair 

At  the  request  of  the  Civic  Design  Committee,  Peg  Devine,  project 
manager,  and  Joe  Cheung,  project  engineer,  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  Department  of  Engineering,  gave  a  introductory  presenta- 
tion on  the  Embarcadero  Parkway  Urban  Design  Project.   Ms.  Devine 
stated  that  the  presentation  was  not  a  Phase  I  review  but  pre- 
conceptual.   They  discussed  the  history,  the  planning  and  environmen- 
tal phase  of  the  project,  the  funding,  the  transit  elements,  pedestri- 
an needs,  bay  access  and  the  balance  between  maritime  interests, 
transportation  interests  and  recreation.   Commissioner  Rockrise  asked 
about  the  involvement  of  Bechtel  Engineering  in  the  project  and  Ms. 
Devine  described  their  role  in  the  transit,  landscape  and  urban  design 
aspects  of  the  project;   at  the  request  of  Commissioner  Swig,  she  also 
described  the  process  by  which  Bechtel  had  been  chosen.   An  artist  is 
also  involved  with  the  design  team  and  Commissioner  Hanson  pointed  out 
that  this  was  a  first  for  the  city.   Mr.  Cheung  outlined  the  purpose 
of  the  roadway  and  transit  projects  (the  extension  of  MUNI  Metro  to 
King  Street  and  the  extension  of  the  F  line  down  the  Embarcadero  to 
Fisherman's  Wharf)  as  well  as  the  landscaping  aspects.

Assistant  Director  Dennis  Rumsey  then  reported  on  the  1988  POPS  Con- 
cert Series  Income  and  Expenses  Report.   He  stated  that  the  total 
gross  revenue  went  up  about  four  percent  due  to  an  increased  alloca- 
tion from  the  city  tax  that  supports  the  Series.   The  total  revenue 
was  $1,037,292  and  expenses  were  $705,673.   President  Nemerovski 
thanked  Mr.  Rumsey  for  his  report  and  his  and  Director  Isaacs'  efforts 
on  behalf  of  the  Series  and  pointed  out  that  out  of  the  profits  from 
the  1988  series,  money  would  immediately  be  set  aside  in  order  to 
contract  with  the  Symphony  again  in  1989. 


State/Local  Partnership  Program  Committee  -  Anna-Marie  Metwally,  Chair 

Program  Coordinator  Leah  Forbes,  in  Ms.  Metwally 's  absence,  reported 
that  after  months  of  planning,  the  Arts  Policy  Plan  Project  was  ready 
for  public  announcement.   She  explained  that  a  management  committee 
comprised  of  Director  Claire  Isaacs,  Dean  Macris,  Meg  Madden,  Rai 
Okamoto  and  various  other  members  of  the  State-Local  Advisory  Task 
Force  would  act  as  advisors  and  overseers  for  the  planning  team. 
Approximately  175  people  had  applied  to  serve  on  an  "Arts  Policy  Plan 
Resource  and  Development  Group,"  and  it  was  the  consensus  of  the  team 
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and  the  management  committee  that  all  persons  applying  to  serve  be 
accepted.   The  Commissioners  concurred. 

Ms.  Forbes  then  introduced  the  consultants  who  had  been  engaged  to 
serve  on  the  Arts  Policy  Plan  Team: 

Devorah  Major  was  the  immediate  past  director  of  the  California 
Poets  in  the  Schools,  a  post  she  held  for  over  three  years.   She  is 
a  writer,  poet  and  performance  artist  who  had  recently  received  an 
award  from  the  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  for  her  mediation  and 
arbitration  services. 

David  Lutz  and  his  partner,  Elizabeth  Kennedy  (who  was  unable  to 
attend  the  meeting),  have  vast  experience  in  arts  planning  through- 
out California  in  areas  such  as  San  Diego,  Santa  Barbara  and  Orange 
County. 

Ms.  Forbes  also  noted  that  she  and  Paul  Lord,  a  planner  with  the 
Department  of  City  Planning,  completed  the  team  for  the  Arts  Policy 
Plan. 

Ms.  Major  than  described  how  the  large  "Resource  and  Development 
Group"  would  be  divided  into  focus  areas  concerned  with  the  following: 

Facilities  —  arts  spaces,  neighborhood  cultural  centers,  private 
and  public  art  centers,  transportation  and  access  and  land  use; 
Arts  Education  —  grades  K-12,  college,  professional  arts  schools 
and  adult  education; 

Arts  Funding  —  sources  of  support  from  the  public  and  private 
sectors; 

Cultural  Diversity  —  artistic  excellence,  the  arts  of  diverse 
cultures,  and  the  needs  of  special  constituencies  (people  of  color, 
the  gay  and  lesbian  community,  women,  the  elderly,  the  disabled); 
Economic  Development  —  promotion;  marketing,  tourism  and  the  arts, 
technical  assistance  and  support,  fairs  and  festivals; 
Individual  Artists  Issues  —  including  artists  housing,  perfor- 
mance, rehearsal  and  studio  space  needs,  technical  assistance  and 
support ; 

Urban  Design  —  percent  for  the  arts  programs,  public  art  and  ar- 
chitecture, open  space,  zoning  and  land  use. 

Mr.  Lutz  stated  that  this  effort  would  differ  from  others  in  that  it 
would  articulate  policies  for  the  arts  for  San  Francisco  for  inclusion 
in  the  City's  Master  Plan.   It  would  also  act  as  a  guide  to  administer 
the  programs  and  services  that  effect  the  arts.   He  noted  that  the 
management  committee  will  oversee  the  consultants  and  the  process  for 
the  plan  but  that  policy  recommendations  will  come  only  from  the  large 
Resource  and  Development  Group. 

President  Nemerovski  asked  if  there  was  a  time  line  for  the  plan.   Mr. 
Lutz  responded  that  they  expected  to  have  a  document  by  August,  1989.

II.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Claire  Isaacs  drew  the  Commissioners'  attention  to  the  recent 
articles  praising  two  of  the  Arts  Commission's  programs.   One  article 
regarding  the  Arts  Policy  Plan  Project  had  appeared  in  the  Sunday, 
November  6,  1988  edition  of  the  San  Francisco  Examiner.   The  other 
article  concerned  the  Mothers  House  Murals  which  the  Collection  Man- 
agement Program  had  been  working  to  conserve. 

Ms.  Isaacs  reported  that  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  had 
declined  to  transfer  to  another  site  money  granted  for  a  Richard  Haas 
mural.   The  NEA  had  granted  $30,000  10  years  ago  for  this  mural  but 
the  original  site  became  unavailable.   She  stated  that  the  Chairman  of 
the  NEA,  Frank  Hodsell,  had  personally  rejected  the  project  —  against 
the  recommendations  of  his  staff  and  council  —  as  the  money  had  been 
held  too  long.   The  funds  have  reverted  to  the  U.S.  general  fund  and 
have  been  denied  for  the  Haas  project.   She  hoped  an  appeal  could  be 
made . 


The  Director  reported  that  a  $50,000  grant  had  been  submitted  to  the 
NEA  for  the  Art  in  Public  Places  Program  for  the  Patricia  Johansen 
project  at  Candlestick  Cove.   The  grant  proposal  was  a  strong  and 
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competitive  one  and  the  director  hoped  to  obtain  at  least  part,  if  not 
all,  of  the  money. 

The  Director  also  informed  the  Commission  that  Paul  Terry,  head  of  the 
NEA ' s  Special  Constituency  Program,  had  recently  received  funding  to 
develop  a  program  to  educate  the  arts  community  to  make  their  activi- 
ties more  accessible  both  physically  and  intellectually  to  the  handi- 
capped and  disabled.   The  funding  will  be  allocated  through  local  arts 
agencies.   Ms.  Isaacs  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission  of  San  Francisco 
will  be  fully  expected  to  apply  and  be  a  national  leader  in  this  area. 
Ms.  Isaacs  expressed  her  honor  at  having  been  one  of  the  first  agen- 
cies informed  of  this  program. 

Ms.  Isaacs  congratulated  Mr.  Howard  Lazar  on  winning  second  place  in 
the  mayor's  city-wide  employee  recognition  program  sponsored  by  the 
San  Francisco  Labor  Management  Work  Improvement  Project.   Mr.  Lazar 
had  been  invited  to  the  mayor's  office  on  16  November  to  be  congratu- 
lated, would  select  a  prize  and  a  special  awards  ceremony  would  be 
held  at  the  DeYoung  Museum.   Commissioner  Hanson  added  that  Mr.  Lazar 
certainly  had  earned  the  award.

Moscone  Center  Expansion: 

Committee  Chairman  Rockrise  reported  that  he  and  Commission  Vice 
President  LaRocca  had  attended  a  special  meeting  to  review  the  Moscone 
Center  expansion.   They  encountered  a  number  of  concerns  and  Mr. 
LaRocca  had  summarized  those  concerns  in  a  letter  to  the  president  and 
director  of  the  Arts  Commission  with  the  support  of  the  members  of  the 
committee.   Commissioner  Rockrise  suggested  the  letter  be  forwarded  to 
the  appropriate  parties  in  the  Redevelopment  Agency  responsible  for 
the  overall  development  of  the  Moscone  Center  and  a  courtesy  copy  be 
sent  to  the  chief  administrative  officer.   He  urged  the  Commission's 
favorable  consideration  of  the  letter  as  some  faults  in  the  project  be 
redressed  while  the  projects  of  concern  are  still  on  the  drafting 
board.   He  then  read  the  letter  to  the  Commission  (see  attached). 

Discussion  ensued  and  it  was  stated  that  there  was  no  coordinating 
architect  for  the  expansion  project.   Commissioner  LaRocca  commented 
that  the  arrival  area  —  the  heart  of  the  convention  center  —  planned 
for  the  Center  has  not  been  given  the  strong  design  consideration 
befitting  this  heavily-trafficked  destination  point.   Discussion 
continued.   Commissioner  LaRocca  stated  that  this  was  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  a  sculptor  or  artist  to  work  hand  in  hand  with  the 
architect  to  develop  a  grand  arrival  area.   Commissioner  Rodriguez 
moved  to  endorse  the  letter. 
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Commissioner  Warburg  added  that  other  buildings  on  the  east  side  of 
Yerba  Buena  Gardens  —  the  Visual  Arts  Center  and  the  Theatre  —  were 
lacking  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Moscone  Center  expansion  and  should 
be  included  in  the  letter.   Director  Isaacs  explained  that  as  those 
buildings  were  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency, 
that  were  not  subject  to  review  by  the  Arts  Commission.   Commissioner 
LaRocca  clarified  that  at  the  Moscone  Center  the  underground  area  is 
owned  and  operated  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco  but  the  rooftop  is  a 
Redevelopment  Contract.

Commissioner  Swig  asked  if  there  is  way  to  include  an  artist  in  such 
projects.

Margie  O'Driscoll,  ArtHouse  coordinator,  then  addressed  the  Commission 
concerning  new  developments  in  the  ArtHouse  program.   Artists  had  been 
contacted  in  an  effort  to  gather  groups  to  purchase  buildings  or  parts 
of  buildings.   ArtHouse  will  offer  technical  assistance  while  the 
artists  will  manage  the  buildings  and  the  project.

She  then  stated  that  two  hearings  would  be  held  regarding  prior  deci- 
sions by  the  Street  Artists  Program  Committee.   She  moved  to  approve 
the  recommendations  of  the  committee  in  two  certificate  suspensions; 
the  first  motion  was  seconded  and  discussion  ensued. 

Mr.  John  Cracas  had  been  found  by  the  Committee  to  be  in  violation  of 
the  Street  Artists  Ordinance  by  selling  in  an  area  not  designated  by 
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the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  by  exceeding  the  five-foot  height  limit 
of  display  and  his  certificate  had  been  suspended  for  three  weeks. 
Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  described  the  reasons  for  the  Commit- 
tee's findings  and  introduced  Wallace  Brown,  the  inspector  at  the 
time,  who  explained  what  had  happened.   Mr.  Brown  stated  that  in 
September  1977  he  had  warned  but  not  cited  Mr.  Cracas  about  working 
outside  of  the  area  designated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.   Mr.  Brown 
stated  that  he  had  warned  Mr.  Cracas  many  times  verbally.   When  he  saw 
Mr.  Cracas  in  violation  again  in  May  he  cited  him.   Mr.  Brown  then 
illustrated  the  violation  for  the  Commission. 

Gerard  Cracas  then  spoke  on  behalf  of  his  son,  John  Cracas.   He  stated 
that  the  sign  had  been  put  on  top  of  his  son's  display  by  a  passerby 
and  was  not  permanent.   He  also  stated  that  since  the  locations  of  the 
spaces  were  originally  assigned  a  door  had  been  added  to  the  bakery 
near  the  space.   The  police  had  asked  the  artist  to  change  the  space 
to  prevent  blocking  the  sidewalk  and  doorway.   The  artist  had  attempt- 
ed to  resolve  the  situation  with  the  Street  Artist's  Program.   He  also 
stated  that  there  are  no  designated  markings  for  the  spaces  as  they 
have  been  warn  away.   Mr.  Cracas  also  stated  that  he  and  his  son  had 
discussed  the  traffic  problem  and  had  attempted  to  solve  the  problem 
with  the  inspector.   He  asked  that  the  violation  be  reconsidered  and 
asked  that  instead  a  warning  be  issued. 

Mr.  Lazar  responded  that  the  problems  could  have  been  resolved  through 
the  program  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  a  legal  fashion  and  that 
had  not  been  done.   Commissioner  Warburg  stated  that  some  of  the 
information  presented  had  not  been  available  to  the  program  committee 
when  the  suspension  had  been  made.   Discussion  ensued  and  the  original 
motion  was  defeated  by  a  hand  vote  of  four  in  favor  and  six  against. 

Commissioner  Eickman  stated  that  the  rules  of  the  Street  Artist's 
should  not  be  changed  at  random,  that  there  would  be  no  order  in  the 
program  and  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  then  ap- 
proved : 

RESOLUTION  NO.  117-88-415 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  find  John  Cracas  was 
in  violation  of  the  Street  Artists  Ordinance  by  selling  in  an 
area  not  designated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  by  exceeding 
the  five-foot  height  limit  of  display;  and  that  Mr.  Cracas* 
certificate  is  hereby  suspended  for  a  period  of  one  week. 

Commissioner  Hanson  stated  that  the  regulations  of  the  ordinance  do 
not  allow  the  application  of  judgment  and  accommodations  to  situations 
that  require  judgment.   She  submitted  a  recommendation  that  as  the 
ordinance  is  rewritten  it  should  not  require  going  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  make  a  simple  accommodation  for  a  situation  such  as  the 
above. 


Commissioner  Hanson  then  read  the  second  motion  in  the  case  of  Martin 
Butschek  which  was  seconded  and  opened  to  discussion.   Mr.  Butschek 
had  been  found  in  violation  of  the  Street  Artists  Ordinance  by  selling 
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within  five  feet  of  the  display  of  another  street  artist  and  the 
program  committee  determined  to  suspend  his  certificate  for  three 
weeks. 

Mr.  Lazar  stated  that  Mr.  Butschek  had  been  found  on  July  17,  1988  in 
the  space  of  another  street  artist  designated  by  the  daily.   He  stated 
that  the  ordinance  does  state  that  the  artists  may  sell  in  another's 
space  immediately  following  the  morning  lottery  and  prior  to  11:45 
a.m.   Mr.  Butschek  had  been  found  and  cited  by  the  inspector  on  this 
occasion  in  another  artist's  space  at  12:15  p.m.   Mr.  Brown  then 
described  the  events  surrounding  the  citation  to  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Craig  Keppler,  representing  Martin  Butschek,  stated  that  Mr. 
Butschek  had  been  cited  for  violating  what  was  essentially  a  transi- 
tion period.   Mr.  Butschek  described  the  events  of  July  17.   Mr. 
Keppler  submitted  two  declarations  from  other  artists  effected  by  Mr. 
Butschek's  activities  describing  the  events  of  July  17  as  well  as 
another  event  in  which,  he  states,  it  becomes  clear  that  Mr.  Brown 
perjured  himself.   Mr.  Keppler  stated  that  no  harm  was  done  to  the 
person  holding  the  space  and  asked  the  Commission  to  waive  the  suspen- 
sion and,  if  any  action  is  necessary,  a  warning  be  given. 

Mr.  Lazar  stated  his  resentment  that  the  word  perjured  had  been  used 
as  Mr.  Brown  had  nothing  to  gain  by  his  recommendations.   He  also 
stated  that  the  artists  providing  the  declarations  were  not  available 
to  the  Commission  for  cross  examination.   He  said  that  harm  had  been 
done  to  the  Arts  Commission  which  is  charged  with  enforcing  the  rules. 
An  exception  in  one  situation  would  require  exceptions  in  all  situa- 
tions.  The  rule  is  the  rules,  he  stated,  and  if  rules  can't  be  en- 
forced order  would  be  forgotten. 

Commissioner  Hanson  stated  that  her  understanding  was  that  the  rule 
concerning  the  noon-time  transfer  had  been  designed  by  the  Street 
Artists  through  the  liaison  committee  specifically  to  avoid  the  situa- 
tion at  hand.   Therefore,  she  said,  an  overlap  was  not  to  be  expected 
and  the  rules  should  be  followed.   Discussion  continued.   The  original 
motion  was  then  carried: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  117-88-416 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  uphold  the  finding  and 
recommendation  of  the  Street  Artists  Program  Committee,  that 
Martin  Butschek  be  found  in  violation  of  the  Street  Artists 
Ordinance  by  selling  within  five  feet  of  the  display  of  another 
Street  Artist;  and  that  Mr.  Butschek's  certificate  be  suspended 
for  a  period  of  three  weeks,  as  per  the  standard  penalty  for  such 
violation.

Subject:   Moscone  Center  "Interface  Design  Concept" 

An  informal  meeting  took  place  on  Wednesday,  October  2,  1988  at  the  joint 
venture  office  of  Gensler  &  Associates  and  DMJM,  Architects  for  the 
underground  expansion  of  Moscone  Center. 

After  a  presentation  by  the  DMJM/Gensler  designer,  it  became  apparent  that 
there  is  a  major  lack  of  design  coordination  among  the  various  project 
architects  and  their  individual  scopes  of  work.   This  is  particularly  evident 
along  the  new  entrance  area  and  arrival  zone  across  from  the  existing  Moscone 
entrance  at  Howard  Street.   We  offer  our  views  and  comments  as  follows: 

1.   With  the  removal  of  the  structure  above  Howard  Street  (which  at  one  time 
was  to  be  the  visual  "connector"  between  the  Yerba  Buena  Center  Gardens 
and  Moscone  Center),  we  now  have  a  major  open  space.   This  space  is 
defined  by  the  existing  facade  of  the  Moscone  Center  on  one  side,  the  new 
proposed  facade  on  the  other  side,  and  the  two  pedestrian  bridges  at  both 
ends  of  Howard  Street  which  are  the  connectors  from  the  rooftop  of  Yerba 
Buena  Center  to  the  Moscone  Center.

The  resulting  space  lacks  major  design  qualities  befitting  a  San  Francisco 
world  convention  center. 

Thousands  of  visitors  will  enter  the  convention  facilities  from  the 
outdoor  space.   This  should  be  a  grand  arrival  plaza  of  world  class 
proportions,  leaving  an  indelible  impression  as  one  of  the  world's  great 
plazas.   At  this  time  there  is  no  strong  urban  design  statement. 

The  proposed  design  of  raised  square  planters  across  the  street  and  "beam 
planters"  attached  to  the  colonnade  facade  is  unacceptable. 


The  pedestrian  bridge  connections  are  also  unresolved, 
urban  idea  to  add  to  a  possible  new  arrival  plaza. 


They  show  no  great 


This  arrival  plaza  should  have  the  finest  of  paving  material  and  a  grand 
paving  pattern  to  unite  the  two  structures.   Design  elements  such  as  water 
features,  large  scale  flagpoles,  lighting  fixtures,  large  bollards  and  a 
major  work  of  outdoor  art  would  add  a  center  of  focus.    ' 
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7.  This  space  must  be  resolved.  It  is  not  a  back  door;  it  is  the  very  visual 
and  functional  heart  of  the  Moscone  Convention  Center.  It  must  be  a  world 
class  urban  space. 

We  wish  to  enlist  the  full  Commission's  support  of  our  findings  and  the  Civic 
Design  Committee's  endeavors  to  bring  these  unresolved  issues  to  the 
appropriate  administrators  of  this  project.   We  have  contacted  the  Chief 
Administrator's  office  regarding  the  above;  they  are  in  agreement  with  our 
concerns.

SUBJECT:  CIVIL  SERVICE  COMMISSION  POLICY  STATEMENT  PROHIBITING 
DISCRIMINATION  IN  EMPLOYMENT  ON  THE  BASIS  OF  ACQUIRED 
IMMUNE  DEFICIENCY  SYNDROME  (AIDS),  ACQUIRED  IMMUNE 
DEFICIENCY  SYNDROME  RELATED  COMPLEX  (ARC),  HUMAN 
IMMUNODEFICIENCY  VIRUS  INFECTION  (HIV)  OR  ANY  MEDICAL 
SIGNS  OR  SYMPTOMS  RELATED  THERETO. 

On  May  2,  1988  the  Civil  Service  Commission  approved  and  adopted  the  attached 
policy  statement  prohibiting  discrimination  in  employment  on  the  basis  of  AIDS,  ARC, 
HIV  Infection  or  any  medical  signs  or  symptoms  thereof. 

In  adopting  this  policy  it  is  the  intent  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  establish 
a  city-wide  standard  regarding  issues  related  to  AIDS,  ARC,  and  HIV  in  the  employment 
setting. 

All  City  Departments  and  Commissions  are  urged  to  review  this  policy  and  its 
provisions  and  adopt  this  or  similiar  statements.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  urges 
Departments  and  Commissions  to  take  appropriate  steps  to  educate  employees  on  the 
non-discrimination  provisions  of  the  policy  and  to  implement  education  programs  on 
AIDS,  ARC  and  HIV  infection.

Acquired  Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS),  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  Related  Complex  (ARC),  Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus  Infection 
IHlV  mlection)  or  any  medical  signs  or  symptoms  related  thereto. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  finds  that  AIDS,  ARC  and  HIV  infection  are  national 
and  local  health  concerns  not  confined  to  any  single  community,  the  effects  of 
which  cut  across  all  communities,  impacting  all  arenas  of  life,  including  that  of  the 
employment  setting.   To  provide  assistance  to  City  departments  in  managing  this 
concern  in  the  employment  setting,  the  Commission  establishes  the  following 
policy  guidelines:  & 

1.  The  current  and  best  medical  evidence  is  that  AIDS,  ARC  and  HIV  infection  do 
not  pose  a  threat  of  contagion  or  transmission  from  worker  to  co-workers 
through  everyday  contact  common  in  the  work  environment; 

2.  AIDS   ARC  and  HIV  Infection  are  life  threatening  illnesses,  which  may  be 
rG?^?w  ^  handicaPs  Mfe?  Prevailing  local,  state  and  federal  law.   Infection 
with  HIV  is  protected  under  state  and  local  law.   Each  individual  responds 
differently  to  the  illness  in  terms  of  ability  to  work.   On  this  basis,  as  with  all 
other  handicaps,  departments  are  required  to  make  reasonable 
accommodations  to  facilitate  the  ability  of  employees  with  AIDS   ARC  or  HIV 
infection  to  continue  working  as  long  as  they  desire  and  are  able  to  perform 
the  essential  functions  of  the  job  with  accommodation- 
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3.  Like  all  other  medical  information  and  records,  the  conditions  of  AIDS,  ARC 
or  HIV  infection  in  an  employee  or  applicant  are  suhject  to  privacy  protection 
and  all  employees  have  a  right  to  the  confidentiality  of  medical  information. 
Departmental  personnel  having  access  to  an  individual's  medical  records  or 
those  having  knowledge  of  a  medical  condition  have  a  duty  to  preserve  the 
privacy  and  confidentiality  of  the  information.   To  that  end,  it  is  imperative 
that  such  information  not  be  shared  without  the  express  and  prior  written 
permission  of  the  individual  having  the  condition; 

4.  In  that  employees  with  AIDS,  ARC  or  HIV  infection  do  not  pose  a  threat  of 
contagion  to  co-workers  through  everyday  work  place  contact,  the  refusal  by 
co-worker(s)  to  work  with  an  individual  having  or  perceived  to  have  AIDS, 
ARC  or  HIV  infection  can  be  considered  insubordination,  subject  to  due 
process  disciplinary  action  hi  consideration  of  the  specific  facts  and 
circumstances  of  the  refusal.   Similarly,  members  of  the  public  with  AIDS, 
ARC  or  HIV  infection  pose  no  tlireat  of  contagion  to  City  employees  providing 
common  public  services  and  the  refusal  of  any  City  employee  to  provide  public 
service  on  this  basis  can  be  grounds  for  disciplinary  action; 

5.  Departments  must  treat  AIDS,  ARC  and  HIV  infection  as  they  would  any  other 
life  threatening  illness  and  must  therefore  apply  and  comply  with  all  Civil 
Service  Commission  rules  which  govern  employee  health,  including  but  not 
limited  to  leaves  of  absence,  disability  transfers  and  medical  examinations. 
Under  no  circumstances  shall  an  employee  or  applicant  be  required  as  a 
condition  of  pre-employment  or  employment  to  undergo  any  tests  to  detect 
the  presence  of  the  HIV  antibody,  antigen  or  virus; 

6.  Employees  who  are  affected  by  any  life  threatening  illness  should  be  treated 
with  compassion  and  understanding.   Department  personnel  should  provide 
support  and  encouragement  and  foster,  by  example,  an  attitude  of  sensitivity 
to  the  needs  of  clironically  ill  colleagues,  recognizing  that  continued 
employment  and  interaction  in  the  work  environment  can  be  physically, 
mentally  and  emotionally  beneficial.   Similiarly,  such  compassion  should  be 
shown  to  employees  who  have  a  family  member  or  significant  other  who  has 
AIDS,  ARC  or  HIV  infection; 

7.  Given  the  fear's  that  AIDS,  ARC  and  HIV  infection  often  inspire,  the  most 
effective  way  to  avoid  disruption  and  discrimination  in  the  work  place  is  to 
prepare  and  educate  all  employees.   In  fostering  a  rational,  compassionate  and 
non-discriminatory  understanding  of  AIDS,  ARC  and  HIV  infection  in  the  work 
place,  departments  should  implement  educational  programs.   These  programs 
should  be  based  on  the  best  available  medical  knowledge,  resources  for 
employee  support  and  City  and  County  policies  and  rules  which  apply  to  the 
issues  of  AIDS,  ARC  and  HIV  infection  in  the  work  place. 
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The  Civil  Service  Commission  promulgates  this  policy  in  order  to  provide  advice 
and  guidance  to  City  departments  in  managing  issues  related  to  AIDS,  ARC  and 
HIV  infection  in  the  work  place,  thereby  preventing  discrimination  in  employment 
on  this  basis.  While  departments  may  develop  their  own  policies  in  response  to  the 
specific  needs  of  their  employment  setting,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  advises 
that  this  and  any  specific  department  policies  must  comply  with  prevailing  local, 
state  and  federal  law  which  recognizes  ADDS,  ARC  and  Hrv  infection  as  protected 
handicaps. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Civil  Service  Commission  Rule  1.03F,  applicants  op 
employees  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  may  file  complaints  alleging 
discrimination  on  the  bases  of  AIDS,  ARC  and  HrV  infection.   Information  on  how 
to  file  such  complaints  is  available  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission  Equal 
Employment  Opportunity  Unit,  151  City  Hall,  554-4736. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  designates  the  Civil  Service  Commission  Equal 
Employment  Opportunity  Unit  as  the  Commission's  resource  to  which  departments 
should  direct  any  questions  or  requests  for  assistance  on  matters  addressed  in  this 
policy.

II.   PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Nemerovski  reminded  everyone  of  the  Friends  of  the 
San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  Christmas  party  at  the  Arts 
Commission  Gallery  at  5:00  p.m.  on  Tuesday,  December  6. 
Jeanne  Bogardus,  Director  of  the  Friends,  repeated  the  invitation, 
saying  everyone  is  welcome.

III.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  announced  the  appointment  of  and  welcomed 
Lemora  Martin,  the  new  Arts  Commission  Secretary,  who  began 
work  on  November  28,  1988.   She  briefly  described  Ms.  Martin's 
art  and  administrative  background.   She  pointed  out  that 
Ms.  Martin's  hire  status  is  provisional,  due  to  inability  to  hire 
a  qualified  candidate  through  the  Civil  Service  list.   She  has 
asked  the  Civil  Service  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  an 
appropriate  reclassification  of  the  position  to  the  secretarial 
level  since  the  requirements  and  responsibilities  of  the  job 
far  exceed  its  current  classification.

She  mentioned  that  Debra  Lehane  will  be  taking  photographs  of 
today's  meeting  to  record  everyone's  presence. 

The  Director  stated  that  November  has  been  a  busy  month.   The 
National  Assembly  of  State  Arts  Agencies  met  in  San  Francisco 
about  3  weeks  ago.   Among  the  activities  that  took  place  around 
that  was  a  meeting  at  Fort  Mason  to  deal  with  national  funding. 
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Representatives  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  were 
there  and  the  Arts  Commission  was  involved  in  arrangements. 
Leah  Forbes  had  a  very  good  meeting  with  the  NEA  Local  Arts 
Agency  Director,  Richard  Huff,  at  that  session,  and  learned 
that  the  Commission  would  be  eligible  for  NEA  funding,  as  the 
local  arts  agency  of  San  Francisco.   There  was  also  a  seminar 
on  public  art,  the  Western  Regional  Meeting,  also  funded  by 
the  NEA  and  organized  by  Jill  Manton,  Regina  Almaguer,  and 
Debra  Lehane,  with  help  from  Brenda  Zimmerman.   It  was  attended 
by  93  people.   There  were  speakers  from  up  and  down  the  west 
coast.   The  session  emphasized  hands-on,  how-to  fund  public  art, 
and  the  various  kinds  of  public  art,  from  circulating  art 
collections  to  performance  art,  design,  fountains,  and  sculpture. 
The  way  for  artists  to  contract  and  enter  into  that  kind  of 
competition  was  discussed.   The  forum  was  presented  under  the 
aegis  of  the  Arts  Commission  at  the  new  state  building  at 
Van  Ness  and  McAllister. 

The  Market  Street  Workshops  are  going  extremely  well.   They 
were  held  on  Tuesday,  November  29,  and  on  Saturday,  December  3, 
with  about  30  people  attending  each.   The  varied  assortment  of 
people  in  attendance  —  artists,  urban  planners,  architects, 
businesspeople,  etc.  worked  in  groups  around  tables  under  the 
inspiration  of  Jim  Burns,  associate  of  Lawrence  Halprin.   They 
visualized  the  future  of  Market  St.  aesthetically  and  creatively. 
The  main  purpose  was  to  develop  a  site  profile  describing  Market 
Street  to  be  used  as  part  of  a  Master  Plan  and  decide  on  priorities 
for  art.   Stanley  Hertzstein,  who  is  heading  up  a  committee  to 
raise  additional  funds  for  this  project,  came  to  both  workshops, 
as  well  as  a  representative  of  the  Leff  Foundation.   It  is  their 
objective  to  supplement  the  PUC's  $350,000  with  another  $1,000,000. 
Director  Isaacs  briefly  described  some  of  the  fantasies  these 
groups  came  up  with:   everything  from  public  restrooms  to  newsracks 
to  street  furniture  to  monuments  to  trees,  places  to  exhibit  art. 
As  an  indication  of  the  extent  of  the  flights  of  fancy  indulged 
in  by  the  groups  at  the  Workshop,  she  described  the  suggestion 
that  a  crack  filled  with  water  be  created  on  Montgomery  Street 
to  show  where  the  city's  original  shoreline  was.   There  were 
other  unrealizeable  but  delightful  ideas. 

Director  Isaacs  described  a  spinoff  of  the  Market  Street  Workshops, 
the  Gannett  Advertising  proposal  to  place  a  triangular  kiosk  adjacent 
to  the  bus  shelters  which  they  will  build  on  Market  Street.   They 
asked  for  mitigation  by  the  Market  Street  special  Sign  District. 
This  was  approved  by  the  Arts  Commission  and  by  the  PUC  several 
months  ago.   It  went  before  the  Planning  Commission  to  unanimous 
approval  last  Thursday.   It  would  allow  Gannett  to  advertise  on 
two  sides  of  the  kiosk.   The  third  side  would  be  reserved  for  the 
Arts  Commission  to  place  public  service  ads  for  non-profit  arts 
organizations,  and  commissioned  art  work,  etc.   They,  in  turn, 
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starting  this  year,  would  provide  $50,000  per  year,  going  up  to 
$100,000  and  more  for  support  and  maintenance  of  the  work  commissioned 
and  cleanup  and  restoration  of  existing  monuments.   The  final 
barrier  for  this  to  go  through  is  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Obviously,  some  people  felt  allowing  advertising  on  Market  Street 
was  inappropriate.   The  majority  were  supportive,  realizing  the 
trade-off  was  legitimate  —  that  it  could  be  controlled,  kept  in 
scale,  and  they  would  like  to  commission  artists  to  do  some  of 
the  advertising.   Economically,  it  is  very  valuable  to  the  Arts 
Commission.   Some  discussion  of  this  occurred  among  the  Commissioners, 
with  Director  Isaacs  promising  to  notify  the  Commissioners  when 
the  vote  will  go  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors.   The  Arts 
Commission  is  on  record  as  having  voted  in  favor  of  this  change 
in  the  planning  code  last  May,  supporting  it. 

The  State/Local  Partnership  Guideines  are  up  for  review  and 
Director  Isaacs  reported  on  two  local  arts  agency  Task  Force 
meetings  held  November  17  and  today.   Specifically,  she  is  very 
concerned  about  Level  I  funding  which  supports  the  basic  staffing. 
Its  decrease  is  totally  unacceptable,  since  it  supports  the  basic 
operation  of  local  arts  agencies.   Level  I  should  be  increased  to  $20- 
30,000  per  year.   Discussion  followed  as  to  how  to  get  arts  agencies 
that  are  not  partners  involved,  perhaps  creating  some  kind  of  city/ 
county  partnership.   The  visibility  of  local  arts  agencies  needs 
to  be  increased. 

Director  Isaacs  noted  that  the  Commission  is  very  anxious  to  restore 
the  murals  at  the  Mothers'  House  at  the  Zoo,  which  implies  build- 
ing restoration  as  well.   The  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  has 
drafted  a  grant  request  in  the  amount  of  $2,204,000  to  this  end, 
and  submitted  it  to  the  Office  of  historic  Preservation.   If  they 
are  successful,  the  Arts  Commission  will  receive  partial  funding 
for  the  planned  phase  of  the  building  to  restore  the  murals.   The 
Director  indicated  Collections  Manager  Debra  Lehane's  memo  to  the 
Commissioners,  dated  December  5,  urging  them  to  write  to  members  of 
the  State  Legislature,  giving  their  support  to  this  project.   It 
will  enable  the  Arts  Commission  to  do  its  job,  hence  its  importance. 
Some  discussion  followed  wherein  Debra  Lehane  gave  a  brief  history 
of  the  Mothers'  House,  its  current  state,  and  plans  for  its  future. 
Director  Isaacs  noted  the  exceptionally  high  quality  of  the  murals 
and  the  extreme  damage  and  rapid  deterioration  that  is  occurring. 
Commissioner  Hanson  pointed  out,  for  the  record,  that  this  action 
was  initiated  by  the  Arts  Commission,  and  then  joined  by  Parks  and 
Recreation.   She  also  noted  the  emergency  state  of  the  murals, 
hence  the  urgency  involved.   Francis  O'Connor,  the  leading  mural 
art  historian  of  the  United  States,  told  Commissioner  Hanson  that 
they  were  among  the  finest  he  had  ever  seen.

Civic  Design  Committee  Report  -  George  Rockrise,  Chair 

Moscone  Center  Expansion: 

Commissioner  Rockrise  asked  Assistant  Director  Dennis  Rumsey 
about  response  to  the  Civic  Design  Committee  letter  disapproving 
the  Moscone  Center  "Interface  Design  Concept",  dated  November  3. 
Commissioner  LaRocca  reported  that  he  spoke  with  the  Redevelop- 
ment Agency  the  day  after  the  letter.   Staff  there  are  in  full 
agreement  with  the  Arts  Commission's  concerns  about  the  lack  of 
design  coordination,  but  reiterated  that  they  did  not  have  funds 
for  consultant  services  to  oversee  the  design  of  the  street  area. 
They  are  discussing  this  with  Chief  Administrative  Officer  Rudy 
Nothenburg.   Director  Isaacs  mentioned  that  she  had  discussed 
the  letter  with  John  Cribs  of  Rudy  Nothenburg' s  office,  last  week. 
She  suggested  another  letter  to  him,  saying  the  Commission  has 
not  heard  from  him  and  would  like  a  response.   Director  Isaacs 
and  Assistant  Director  Rumsey  confirmed  that  Rudy  Nothenburg  and 
Edward  Helfeld,  Director  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  were  copied 
on  the  letter.   Commissioner  Rockrise  urged  that  the  Commission 
stay  with  this  issue  and  not  let  it  die,  reiterating  that  it  is 
a  hundred  million  dollar  project  involving  an  urban  space  as 
important  to  the  Yerba  Buena  Project  as  is  the  Civic  Center  Plaza 
to  the  Civic  Center.   Commissioner  Nemerovski  confirmed  that  the 
Commission  must  sign  off  on  the  project  and  does,  in  fact,  have 
control  over  that  street. 

Coit  Tower  Murals  Barrier  System: 

Commissioner  Hanson  inquired  on  the  status  of  the  barrier  system 
at  Coit  Tower.   After  Debra  Lehane  described  it  as  a  30  inch  high 
rail  system,  Commissioner  Hanson  expressed  doubts  about  its 
adequacy  and  effectiveness.   She  asked  if  Ms.  Lehane  had  voiced 
these  concerns  when  presenting  the  proposal  to  the  Civic  Design 
Committee.   Elaborating,  she  summarized  her  concerns: 

1.  avoiding  repetition  of  past  barrier  systems  mistakes, 
e.g.  stanchions  which  penetrate  the  wall 

2.  the  30  inch  height  as  insufficient 

3.  protection  of  certain  exposed  walls  against  people 
and  equipment  knocking  against  them 

4.  shielding  around  doorways  and  bathroom  entrances. 

Ms.  Lehane  explained  that  the  system  proposed  is  a  barrier  system, 
not  merely  a  rail  system.   Commissioner  LaRocca  commented  that 
the  architect  is  still  trying  to  solve  the  design  problem  of 
protecting  corners  without  attaching  something  to  the  wall 
which  would  damage  the  very  murals  to  be  protected.

It  is 
totally  unsuitable  from  a  safety  point  of  view  for  a  public 
installation.   The  artist  is  to  be  requested  to  refund 
interim  payments-to-date . 

Director  Isaacs  inquired  as  to  the  feasibility  of  asking 
the  artist  to  change  the  piece.   Commissioner  Hanson 
replied  that  to  change  the  piece  would  mean  starting  over 
from" the  beginning,  and  that  in  her  opinion  the  Arts 
Commission  would  be  better  advised  to  reject  the  work. 
Commissioner  LaRocca  inquired  as  to  whether  Ms.  Alquilar 
had  conformed  to  her  original  plan,  and  Commissioner  Hanson 
replied  that  the  artist  had  not  done  so.  In  both  correspondence 
and  conversation,  the  artist  has  stated  that  she  is 
unwilling  to  alter  the  piece  to  conform  to  the  safety 
requirements,  which  are  also  stated  in  the  contract, 
Section  7  (b) ,  Public  Safety,  page  6,  (see  attached).
